Proof that racehorses were different back in the day 
comes in the stories from those who were there. Eddie 
Vansant, 80, was at the Preakness with trainer Buddy Raines 
and Greek Money in 1962 and described an amazing schedule 
for the eventual winner. 

“We won the Preakness Prep on Saturday. Tuesday 
before the Preakness , Ridan worked three-quarters in 
10 and then Decidedly worked three-quarters in 10. 
Wednesday\ Buddy wanted to work Greek Money three- 
quarters. I didn’t want him to go in 10 so we went the first 
half in 50.1 chirped to him once. He went in 13 and a 
fifth with me on him — the last quarter in 23 and change. 
Thursday we galloped him. Friday, we blew him out three- 
eighths in 35 and a fifth. Saturday, we won the Preakness. ”

A Stormy Atlantic colt bred in Pennsyl¬ 
vania by William Backer sold for $330,000 
on the first day of the Ocala Breeders' Sales 
Company's select juvenile sale, which was 
held March 13 and 14 in Ocala, Fla. The 
son of Knock Off (by Fit to Fight) was 
the highest-priced of eight Mid-Adantic- 
breds to sell at the first major juvenile sale 
of the year. 

A half-brother to Backer's multiple 
stakes winner and graded stakes-placed 
Art Fan, the dark bay colt, who worked 
an eighth-mile in :10 flat, a fifth 
of a second off the fastest time 
of the day, was purchased by Mike 
McCarty from Halcyon Hammock 
Farm's consignment.

M ay means Preakness time 
in the Md-Atlantic, and 
Maryland in particular. 

Through the years, the middle jewel 
of the Triple Crown has provided 
thrills, chills and memories. Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred's Cindy Deubler 
caught up with some industry players 
with a simple question: “What’s 
your most memorable Preakness?” 

1971—Canonero II. “I have 

been attending the Preakness since 
1966, and the most memorable 
was the moment the starting gate 
opened in 1971. Canonero II had 
won the Kentucky Derby in an 
unfathomable upset, but he was 
dismissed as a fluke when he came 
to Baltimore, and was given little 
chance because of the come-from- 
far-behind style he had displayed in 
Louisville. But he came flying out 
of the gate at Pimlico, battled for 
the lead from the opening strides 
and drew away to win in track 
record time. The improbable colt from Venezuela was for real!” 
-Andrew Beyer, Washington Post columnist and handicapper 

2009 — Rachel Alexandra. “My most favorite Preakness 
is Rachel Alexandra’s year. The whole year that she was running, 
prior to the Preakness, was very exciting and brought more fans, 
especially women, into horse racing. She was a ‘monster’ of a 
filly, ability wise and also physically. She beat the 3-year-old boys, 
older boys, 3-year-old girls, and older mares. I don’t think I have 
ever screamed so much for a horse to win, the day she won the 
Preakness!” - Georganne Hale, Pimlico racing secretary 

1989—Sunday Silence & Easy Goer. “Each 
Preakness is unforgettable in its very own way . . . the 1997 triple 
horse photo finish with Silver Charm, Captain Bodgit and Free 
House was thrilling, and Rachel Alexandra’s victory in 2009 
was spectacular . . . but for me, the 1989 battle between Sunday 
Silence and Easy Goer will forever remain seared in my memory, 
not just because it was the kind of nail-biting, heart-pounding 
stretch duel that to this day still gives me goose bumps, but 
because it was the very last Preakness my father and I enjoyed 
together before he died three months later.”

2005—Afleet Alex. “ Afleet Alex has room to roll at 
the quarter pole’ is what I remember saying, until a drifting 
Scrappy T came out into Alex’s path as they turned for home. 
Undeterred, the heart and athleticism of Afleet Alex AND 
jockey Jeremy Rose recovered in unison to surge to the lead in a 
matter of strides, as if there was never a straw in their path.”

“Obviously, the injury to Barbaro 
comes to mind. But my favorite 
race was when Afleet Alex won 
after nearly going to the ground 
turning for home. Jeremy Rose did 
a great job hanging on and keeping 
Afleet Alex on his feet. Rose had 
to more or less re-start Afleet 
Alex after Scrappy T interfered. I 
remember the crowd gasping as 
one when it appeared something 
awful was about to happen. Then 
came cheers both of relief and 
awe at what Rose and Afleet Alex 
accomplished. . .”

2009—Rachel Alexandra. 

“It’s a toss-up, but the electrifying, 
historic moment we witnessed in 
2009 with Rachel Alexandra beating 
the boys still gives me chills. I’ll 
never forget the exclusive interview 
we got with Jess Jackson the night before the race as he arrived 
on his private jet at a local airport. . . his limo pulled up, he 
jumped out, gave me the most gracious interview about his 
fabulous filly, then jumped back into his limo, and away he went. 
We reconvened the next day in the winner’s circle. The following 
morning I did Good Morning America and talked about Rachel’s 
achievement.”

1983—Deputed Testamony. “The Preakness I didn’t 
think could ever happen, that happened, was when Deputed 
Testamony won it. He shipped in late, was the lesser half of the 
entry (with Parfaitement), it just didn’t seem like he’d win the 
Preakness. Yet it wasn’t a fluke, since he came back the next year 
and set a track record at Pimlico, which has yet to be broken. 

It was a great story, a family triumph. It seemed almost like a 
dream.”

1978—Affirmed & Alydar. “One week before the 
running of that year’s Preakness, I received the great news 
that ABC Television had chosen me to call the Preakness for 
a national audience, on the telecast with Howard Cosell and 
Jim McKay. As part of what many consider the greatest Triple 
Crown series in history, that entire race raised the adrenaline 
level probably as high as I ever experienced in my fife. From the 
sixteenth pole to the wire were the most exhilarating seconds 
of my professional racing career — as Alydar steadily closed in 
on Affirmed. And at the wire, Affirmed prevailed and won by a 
neck. To my great delight, as the horses came to the finish line, I 
nailed the finish of the race.”

Breeders’ Cup sets discounts 
for early foal nominations 

The Breeders’ Cup is offering dis¬ 
counts for early foal nominations. Foals 
nominated electronically to the program 
by Aug. 1 will receive a discount of $100 
off the standard $500 nomination fee. 

The $500 foal nomination fee will 
remain in effect for those not participating 
in early nomination, with a deadline of 
midnight, Oct. 15. Late foal nominations 
of $1,500 may be made until midnight, 
Dec. 15. 

All foals sired by properly nominated 
Breeders’ Cup stallions are eligible for 
nomination in their year of birth. 

Horses of racing age fees 
reduced if nominated by July 15 

Horses of racing age not nominated 
to the program as foals can join the 
Breeders’ Cup program at a discounted 
rate if nominated by July 15. This would 
make the runners eligible to compete in 
the Breeders’ Cup World Championships. 

Two-year-olds by a nominated stallion 
can join the program for $12,000; 
Northern Hemisphere 3-year-olds and 
older horses for $50,000 and Southern 



Hemisphere 3-year-olds and older for 
$25,000. Following the July 15 deadline, 
the fee for runners by nominated stallions 
increases to $100,000 until Oct. 22, pre¬ 
entry deadline for the 2012 Breeders’ Cup 
World Championships races.

Breeders’ Cup Challenge grows 

The 2012 Breeders’ Cup Challenge 
series will consist of 73 automatic 
qualifying races for the 29th Breeders’ 
Cup World Championships, to be run at 
Santa Anita Park Nov. 2-3 and televised 
live by the NBC Sports Network. 

This year’s series has been expanded 
to 10 countries and will feature 13 new 
races. The schedule includes six Grade 1 


qualifiers offering automatic berth into 
the $5 million Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl. 

The Challenge series, now in its sixth 
year, will be held at premier racetracks 
in the U.S., Canada, Argentina, Australia, 
England, France, Germany, Ireland, 
Japan and South Africa. The first North 
American race will be the Metropolitan 
Handicap-Gl at Belmont Park on May 
28, for an automatic berth in the $1 
million Breeders’ Cup Dirt Mile-Gl. 

As part of the enhanced benefits 
program for Breeders’ Cup Challenge 
winners introduced last year, Breeders’ 
Cup again will pay the entry fees of 
all Challenge winners starting in the 
Championships and provide a travel 
allowance of $10,000 for winners of 
Challenge races held in North America 
and $20,000 for winners from outside of 
North America. The Challenge winner 
must be nominated to the Breeders’ Cup 
program by the Championships’ pre-entry 
deadline of Oct. 22 to receive the rewards. 
For the second consecutive year, the 
Breeders’ Cup will pay foal nominators 
of Challenge winners a $10,000 award.

nice horse. He exuded class; he just real¬ 
ly enjoyed being a racehorse/’ Heyman 
said. “He was a real treat to be around. 
As tough a racehorse as he was, that’s 
how gende he was.” 

Heyman and the Clarks shared a 
passion for their horse (produced from 
the Stalwart mare Substantial) and the 
desire to do right by him at all times, at 
all costs. Regular layups with McClure 
and Cooney kept P. Kerney competitive 
through his 7-year-old season in 2008. 
Then in the barn of Mike Trombetta, 
he returned for his 8-year-old campaign 
in January 2009 but developed hemor¬ 
rhagic pneumonia shortly thereafter. 

“It had been suggested that we could 
run him again after a lengthy period of 
recuperation, but he was never going to 
be the same racehorse that he was, and 
it was also pretty clear that he would not 
be able to compete at the same level; 
he would have been a claiming horse,” 
Heyman explained. 

“Given the nature of the claiming 
business, our concern was that we 
would put him in a spot where we 
thought that he could win, but there 
was also a very good possibility that 
he could get claimed, and at that point 
in time we really had no control over 
where he would ultimately end up. We 
were concerned he would wind up in 
the wrong hands, and it wasn’t fair to 
the horse, first and foremost. After 
everything he had done as a racehorse, 
we wanted to make sure that he was 
going to be remembered as the stakes- 
winning P. Kerney as opposed to the 
horse that was running in a $5,000 
claiming race. We just wanted to make 
sure that we found him a very good 
home, and that’s where Diana came in.” 

McClure still becomes emotional 
when remembering Heyman’s phone 
call offering her the horse. 

“Fred called and said ‘Tom and 
Nancy and I talked all night long. We’ve 
decided we’re going to give him to you 
if you want him.’ I just burst into tears. 

I mean, this was P. Kerney!” Decision 
made, first career over, P. Kerney 
headed to Virginia with lifetime num¬ 
bers of 34-13-5-3 and $461,333. 

Still on antibiotics and recover¬ 
ing from his illness, he was laid up for 
about three months and hand-grazed. 
Everyone had suggestions for what 
McClure and Cooney should do with 
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P. Kerney struck a pose during a recent break with Diana McCiure at his home in Virginia. 


ui sn’t he a doorbell?\ I see you Petey!” 

I Diana McClure squealed as she 
I watched a sharp-looking bay gelding 
(ridden by a teenage girl) trot circles in 
the outdoor ring at DMC Carousel 
Stable in Berryville, Va. Effusive by 
nature, McClure becomes downright 
giddy when the subject turns to this par¬ 
ticular horse. In the matter of P. Kerney, 
Diana McClure is as smitten as any 
mother on a preschool playground. 

McClure and her husband, Michael 
Cooney, met the Maryland-bred son of 


Pleasant Tap when he was sent to them 
to rehab a tendon injury in November 
2006. Owners Fred Heyman and Nancy 
and Tom Clark claimed the horse from 
breeder Robert S. Evans for $25,000 on 
the recommendation of trainer Benny 
Feliciano Jr. that January. In the ensuing 
10 months, P. Kerney repaid them with 
three black-type wins and a 7-furlong 
track record in Charles Town’s Crying 
For More Stakes. 

“At that point we realized that it was 
not only a good claim, but we had a very

him. Heyman felt he’d make a great 
pony, Cooney itched to make him 
a hurdle horse, and a former DMC 
Carousel employee was certain P. Ker- 
ney, three-day event horse, would carry 
her straight to the Olympics. 

But it was a long-time client of 
McClure’s who provided the perfect 
solution. Maryland attorney Stephen 
Paley was battling cancer for the third 
time. 

Ci We loved Steve to death. He was the 
kindest, most wonderful man. We’d had 
a couple of flat horses and a couple of 
steeplechase horses for him,” McClure 
said. “I came across a few prospects 
because he was so anxious to have a 
horse again. P. Kerney was right here, 
and we had talked about running him 
over jumps; we’d been schooling him. 

I called Fred and asked how he felt 
about P. Kerney being a ‘Make A Wish’ 
horse. I explained about Steve Paley. He 
was getting chemo and still going to the 
races. So I was thinking about leasing 
P. Kerney to him. Fred loved the idea, 
and Steve was on top of the world. 

This horse was going to run in his 


name. He came out, watched him train, 
started coming to the barn every week.” 

P. Kerney and Cooney started in a 
flat race at Fairfax Point-to-Point, finish¬ 
ing mid-pack after a “very respectable” 
effort. The next step was another flat 
race at Potomac, Paley’s home hunt. “He 
was laying great, had about three-eighths 
left and was right where we wanted him 
to be. But he overreached and took off 
half his foot. So back in the stall he went 
again, with more months of recovery.” 
Regardless, P. Kerney thrilled the ailing 
Paley, who passed away a month after 
the race. 

So ended P. Kerney’s potential stee¬ 
plechase career. Admittedly, McClure felt 
reluctant to risk any more injuries to the 
horse. “It was hard for me to take him 
from his prestigious position of ‘spare 
no expense for P. Kerney’ and just let 
him be a horse. I had a really hard time 
transitioning. But not only that, he has 
enough competitive nature in him that 
turning him out has been a little bit of 
an issue because of the fight that he was 
going to have in the field. And he is a 
horse who wants a job.” 


With members of their staff dot¬ 
ing on the horse as well, McClure and 
Cooney needn’t fret about keeping 
P. Kerney busy. Ashten Sfarnas, 16, rides 
him regularly. 

McClure beamed as she watched the 
pair. “She’s really good with OTTBs. 

The goal is for him to function as a pony 
here on the farm, but if Ashten would 
like to show him, I’ll do it. He does have 
the potential.” 

Heyman couldn’t be more pleased. “I 
haven’t been down there in a little while 
but I hope get down to see him soon. I 
do speak with Diana and make sure she 
keeps me updated as to how he’s doing. 

“It was a perfect arrangement because 
we knew that the horse would never 
leave them, and we were familiar with 
the facility and knew that he would get 
excellent care,”continued Heyman. “He’s 
the king of the castle. And you know, so 
often when I’m talking to someone and 
I mention the name P. Kerney, they’ll 
say ‘I remember him. That was one fast 
horse.’ ” 

Adorable too. ^ 



POLITICAL ACTION COMMITTEE 


WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent 
supporting issues as selected by a committee headed by 
the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative Committee. 
Any administrative expense will be paid by the MHBA. 
Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State 
Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to 
a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the 
PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

Monmouth’s 
new deal an 
opportunity 
for horsemen 


F lip forward a few pages and read 
Ryan Goldberg’s feature on the new 
racing climate at Monmouth Park. 
Then come back. 

Amazing, right? 

In short, minus all the details (and there 
are plenty) in the lease agreement, New 
Jersey’s Thoroughbred horsemen will run 
the race meet this year. 

Every other Thoroughbred state in the 
region should watch closely. If it works, the 
horsemen-in-charge model could be a path 
of the future. Think about it. The state 
gets to detach itself from horse racing and 
the horsemen get an opportunity to prove 
their point-that racing works, that it will 
attract customers, that it can sustain itself. 

Isn’t this what every horsemen’s group 
wants? A chance? No (well, few) strings 
attached? The instructions from the state 
are simple: make it work. The rest is up to 
Dennis Drazin, Bob Kulina and the others. 
Nobody knows if it will work, but if it 
does. . . 

Get in line Pennsylvania, Maryland and 
so on. 

When legislation passed and connected 
slots to racing in Delaware, West Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland and so on, an 
uneasy alliance came to be. Slots revenue, 
derived separately from racing, supports 
purses and other aspects of the horse 
sport. The agreements meant increased 
purses, elevated quality, greater handle, 
more demand, expanded state breeding 
markets. Track owners and the state earn 
revenue from slots and associated business. 
A small share goes to racing and breeding. 
Everybody wins. Or do they? 

Picture this. . . 

As state economies change, those 
slots supplements for racing come under 
pressure. Governors and legislators start 
looking at other goals for the supplements. 
Everyday citizens don’t understand the 
relationship between slots revenue and the 
horse industy. 


Racetracks want their share; they’re 
the ones who invested in new facilities 
to accommodate new forms of gambling 
and new customers. The horses? Well, 
they cost money-for stable areas, dirt 
(or synthetic) surfaces, turf courses, 
maintenance, staff. 

Horsemen want all those things plus 
breeder awards, owner awards, stallion 
awards, barns, stalls, horsepaths, security, 
dormitories for employees and everything 
else that makes a racetrack a racetrack. 
Owners, trainers, breeders — they want 
more opportunity, not less. But when 
slots revenue comes under pressure at the 
state level, that opportunity comes under 
pressure. And everybody on the horse 
side starts to wonder-and feel a little 
vulnerable. 

The New Jersey plan can stop the 
wonder. If the horsemen make the 2012 
meet work, with racing, everybody wins. 

Drazin even opened discussions with 
Pennsylvania about cooperation on a 
circuit-a sharing of resources, costs, effort 
to produce racing in both states. Like all of 
this, it makes you think. A two-state racing 
circuit, controlled by horsemen, could add 
stability to the region. 

Could. This opportunity is just that, 
an opportunity. New Jersey offered no 
guarantees to the horsemen. This deal was 
available for a reason. The New Jersey 
Sports and Exposition Authority wants 
out of the racing business for any number 
of reasons 

New management must find a way to 
get people through the gate, get cash into 
the tote machines and get horses on the 
track. Officially called Elite Consulting 
LLC, the management company suggests 
big plans for the property-movie theaters, 
miniature golf courses, shopping, 
restaurants. 

Admittedly, the devil’s in the details 
but—agree or disagree—you’ve got to 
admit it’s some concept. ^ 
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Breeder and owner bonuses 
are better than ever

Battle at the 
Preakness 

Race of 1962 included competition, 
controversy and historic win for region

T hirty-three thousand people sweat in the clubhouse and grand¬ 
stand as two Thoroughbreds batde down the stretch, locked 
together in a duel that will award one-just one-a victory in the 
year’s richest race for 3-year-olds. The jockeys implore, the bettors cheer, 
trainers stress, owners hope, the horses keep running. Everybody leans as 
the colts flash across the finish line, inseparable for all but the photo-finish 


camera. 

May 19, 1962 in Baltimore. Preakness 
Day at Pimlico. Hot (nearly 100 degrees), 
meaningful, pressure-filled, the day had it 
all. The big race, worth a cool $188,300, 
lured a field of 11, including division lead¬ 
ers Ridan and Jaipur. The 87th Preakness, 
50 years ago, started as a showdown 
between those two and Kentucky Derby 
winner Decidedly. It ended in a crown¬ 
ing achievement for long-standing Mid- 
Atlantic connections-and controversy. 

Greek Money, owned by Delaware’s 
Brandywine Stable and foaled in Virginia, 
survived a stretch slugfest with Ridan to 
win by a nose-upsetting the big names 
and providing a signature moment in 
Preakness history. The 1962 race annually 
makes various Preakness and Triple Crown 
top 10 lists for its drama, its close finish, 
and its aftermath. 

In the stifling heat, winning owner/ 
breeder Donald Ross, trainer Virgil W. 
(Buddy) Raines, jockey John Rotz and the 
Pimlico throng waited out the photo finish, 


which was followed by a jockey’s objection 
from Manuel Ycaza, whose ride on Ridan 
came up short. After watching the film 
for what seemed an eternity, the stewards 
allowed the results to stand. 

Soon, photographs and film of the 
finish circulated, capturing the fiery Ycaza 
leaning out of his saddle and appearing to 
impede Rotz. Ycaza’s audacious objection 
brought on further review by the stewards, 
who took the stand to reprimand one 
of the nation’s top riders. The objection 
began to take on a life of its own. 

Delaware’s Best 

Raines started training for Ross in 
the mid-1940s and remained until Ross’ 
death in 1973. The relationship between 
Ross, a member of the duPont family 
by marriage and co-founder/president of 
Delaware Park, and Raines, a soft-spoken 
Midwesterner whose life story read like 
a Dickens work, led to many successes. 
Greek Money was one of their finest 


achievements, written from two bases in 
Delaware-one a private training facility 
complete with indoor track within the 
grounds of Delaware Park, and the other 
a sprawling 1,300-acre farm a few miles 
north on Limestone Road. 

More than a decade earlier, Ross and 
Raines made an arrangement with Green- 
tree Stable in Kentucky to purchase a 
handful of yearlings from the famed nurs¬ 
ery. While some considered the offerings 
culls, Brandywine soon reaped success 
with a number of its selections, including 
Cochise and Greek Song. 

Distance-loving Cochise would earn 
more than $250,000 and go to stud in 
Virginia. Greek Song proved wonderful¬ 
ly adept at winning races at 1% miles- 
including the Dwyer (over champion Hill 
Prince) and Arlington Classic (defeating 
Bed o’ Roses and Your Host). In his sev¬ 
enth season at stud in Kentucky, he sired 
Greek Money, a chestnut colt produced by 
the English import *Lucy Lufton. 

Greek Money was foaled in Warrenton, 
Va., at J. North Fletcher’s Crestone Farm, 
where Cochise stood, as *Lucy Lufton was 
bred to that stallion in 1959. When *Lucy 
Lufton (one of England’s top juvenile fil¬ 
lies of 1954) went back to Cochise in 1960, 
she produced a roan filly named Open 
Fire, who won four stakes, including the 
Delaware Handicap, for Brandywine and 
Raines. Open Fire was the co-champion 
handicap mare of 1966.

Greek Money came to hand a little ear¬ 
lier in his career than Open Fire, but it was 
not until his win in the James H. Connors 
Memorial Stakes at Narragansett Park in 
November-one of three wins from 16 
starts his juvenile season—did his connec¬ 
tions consider the lanky colt a possible 
classic contender. 

At season’s end, Raines decided to give 
Greek Money time off at the Delaware 
Park farm, instead of sending the colt to 
Louisiana with the rest of the string, and 
he spent the winter in the north. 

“We feel that if a 2-year-old races as 
much as 10 times in the summer, he needs 
a rest,” explained Raines that spring. “We 
thought we had a good one. We thought 
he was about 5 lengths behind the top 
ones and that, if we sent him to the farm 
and let him grow, maybe he’d pick up those 
lengths.” 

Eddie Vans ant stayed in Delaware with 
Greek Money and followed the plan—a 
solid month off and steady progress on the 
indoor track. Spring was the goal. 

“I didn’t do a thing with him at first,” 
said Vans ant, now 80 and living in Florida. 


“I turned him out in a paddock with a 
donkey a friend of mine had. Two hours 
every day. The first day, Greek Money ran 
over like he was going to tear that donkey’s 
head off. The donkey went to hollering 
and kicking and that was that. They got 
along fine.” 

January 1 brought the first steps toward 
a classic, taken in a quarter-mile oval con¬ 
nected to the barn. Greek Money and 
Vansant would jog a mile and “lope” a 
mile. By February, he was up to galloping. 
Vansant would let the colt two-minute lick 
a quarter every Saturday. 

“He’d just about pull you in half when 
you galloped him,” Vansant said. “And he’d 
throw a great big buck into you when you’d 
come down from a gallop to a lope.” 

Greek Money dealt with stifle issues, 
but the joint stayed good. By March, he 
was ready. Vansant and the horse went to 
Laurel for the finishing touches and first 
outdoor training of the winter. 

Greek Money made his first start in 
early April at the track, finishing second 
in allowance company. That tightened the 
colt perfectly for the Chesapeake Stakes 


over the same track 10 days later. He rolled 
home by more than 5 lengths, in track 
record time of l:43 4 /s, slashing four-fifths 
of a second off the previous mark for W\6 
miles. 

Bypassing the Kentucky Derby, which 
Decidedly won in record time (2:00%) 
with even-money favorite Ridan finishing 
third, Raines sent Ross’ colt to Pimlico 
for the Preakness Prep on May 12, one 
week before the Preakness. Ridden for the 
first time by Rotz, Greek Money won in 
a laugher over two rivals, galloping home 
TVi lengths in front. 

“Give Buddy credit, he planned it from 
the start,” said Vansant. “In November, 
he said we were going to run him a dis¬ 
tance of ground at Narragansett, give 
him a vacation, stay north all winter and 
dien come back with a fresh horse for the 
Preakness. It worked.” 

It was all systems go for the Preakness, 
although Raines commented, “He hasn’t 
beat horses as good as those coming from 
the Derby.” 

Buddy to everyone 

“He was known from here to Montana 
as Buddy, a one-time cowboy,” said track 
historian Joe Kelly of Raines. “Buddy was 
a man of endless optimism. . . talking to 
Buddy was like taking a happiness pill. 
The Titanic would not have sunk if he had 
been aboard.” 

Raines’ optimistic outlook on life took 
him to racing’s biggest stage, a long trek 
from where he started. Born in Illin ois, 
one of 16 children, Raines was given away 
by his parents at about the age of 4 to a 
horsetrader friend. Recalling this chapter 
of his life with The Maryland Horse's Lucy 
Acton in 1992, Raines matter-of-factly 
stated, “The man, whose name was Charlie 
Landgreve, had lost his wife. He had two 
little girls, named Doris and Nellie-I’ll 
never forget them. He told my father he 
sure would like to have a boy, and that’s 
how it came about. Why don’t you take 
one of ours? How about that little fellow 
over there?’ said my father. ‘He’s a good 
healthy little kid.’ ” 

Raines was passed along to other 
horsetraders during those early years, but 
described it as “the best life in the world.” 
And he eventually reunited with his par¬ 
ents. “When I was 25 years old, I bought 
[my mother] a house,” he said. 

While traveling with a trainer named 
C.W Dayton, Raines was sold to a scout 
who was looking for a jockey, who in 
turn sold the then 14-year-old’s contract 
to legendary Hall of Fame trainer R.A. 
(Whistling Bob) Smith. 

Under Smith’s employ, Raines was first 
a jockey, then the assistant trainer. Raines 
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A smiling Buddy Raines, attired in his trademark Stetson, leads in Greek Money after the upset

was in his early 20s when Smith took over 
Isabel Dodge Sloane's Brookmeade Stable. 
“We had some of the best horses I had 
ever seen/’ Raines told The Maryland Horse. 
Among them was 1934 Horse of the Year 
Cavalcade, who won that year's Kentucky 
Derby 

Raines was in charge of Brookmeade's 
second string, including High Quest, 
whom the young horseman considered 
better than Cavalcade. High Quest beat 
Cavalcade by a nose in the Preakness. Both 
horses ran with Smith listed as trainer. 

Kelly covered the 1962 Preakness for 
The Washington Star , and recalled checking 
in with Raines: 

“I asked about plans for Greek Money, 
and Buddy pulled an envelope from his 
pocket. What do you think of this?' It was 
a letter from a female fan which stated that 
she dreamt that Greek Money won the 
Preakness, and suggested strongly that the 
colt should run in the race. 

“I remember, in answer to Buddy about 
what he should do, I asked him how Greek 
Money was training. ‘He never looked bet¬ 
ter' came the reply. I told him, ‘Trainers do 
not get many chances like this one. Run 
him in the Preakness then.'" 

Preakness players 

Greek Money was the only Preakness 
runner to come into the race with a win 
at Pimlico that spring, which helped his 
odds, but he still went off as fourth choice 
at nearly 11-1. Seven Derby participants 
entered, including the top three. 

The blaze-faced Nantallah colt Ridan, 
trained by Leroy Jolley for a partnership 
of Jolley's father, Moody, Ernest Woods 
and John L. Greer, went off as the favor¬ 
ite. Undefeated in seven starts at 2, Ridan 
was well seasoned heading into the Triple 
Crown, having crossed the wire in the top 
three in all six of his 3-year-old starts prior 
to the Derby (although he was disqualified 
to fourth in the Everglades Stakes). 

Receiving equal backing was George D. 
Widener's *Nasrullah colt, Jaipur, trained 
by Bert Mulholland. Never worse than 
second in seven starts at 2, Jaipur did not 
contest the Derby, but won both starts 
prior to the Preakness - the Gotham and 
Withers Stakes at Aqueduct. 

El Peco Ranch's California-bred Derby 
winner Decidedly, the Preakness third 
choice, was trained by the dashing and 
colorful Argentinian Horatio Luro. 

Controversy swirled during Preakness 
Week as Luro was furious with the condi¬ 
tion of the racetrack. Described as dull in 
the opening days of the meet in early May, 
the surface was revamped with truckloads 
of dirt, which tightened the sandy consis¬ 
tency. But when two additional loads of 


dirt, which had not been screened, were 
added, stones were found in abundance. 
Luro had to cancel a scheduled workout 
for Decidedly, and announced the Derby 
winner would not be able to run if the 
stones were not removed. 

Pimlico executive director Lou Pond- 
field quickly resolved the issue, dispatching 
a crew to clean up the track—“by hand and 
machine they removed the stones" report¬ 
ed The Blood-Horse. Luro was placated, and 
Decidedly took his place in the field. 

Stirring edition 

Kelly recalled the unfolding of that 
year’s Pimlico classic: “Out of the gate, 
Jaipur bounded to the lead. But after a 
half-mile, he tired badly. Ycaza was never 
worse dian third with Ridan and took the 
lead easily leaving the backstretch. Greek 
Money, with Rotz, was full of run and 
moved smartly on the inside around the 
last turn." 

Ridan, who was still on the lead, drifted 
out passing the quarter pole, as the Derby 
runner-up, Roman Line, moved to his out¬ 
side. This opened a lane for Greek Money, 


who eagerly shot through heading into the 
stretch. 

At that point, Greek Money looked 
home free. But Ridan refocused and took 
dead aim on the new leader, catching him 
in mid-stretch and getting his neck in front. 
It appeared the win would go to Ridan, 
but as he drifted in on Greek Money, the 
colt on the rail kept digging, and down the 
stretch the two battled. Kelly said: “It was 
a classic dog fight to the wire-one of the 
most exciting ever seen at old Pimlico." 

Famed racing chronicler Charlie Hatton 
wrote in the American Racing Manual's 
“Review of 1962 Races"-“In the last 70 
yards, Ycaza threw caution to the wind and 
was interfering with Rotz while his mount 
lay over on Greek Money, much as he 
had little Cicada in Florida's Derby. Ycaza 
indeed finished practically sitting beside 
Rotz on the Brandywine colt, but the latter 
hit the wire with his head down and a nose 
in front. Ridan's head had elevated as he 
tired and climbed the last strides." 

Roman Line ran on to finish third, SV 2 
lengths behind the top two. Decidedly was 
never a factor and wound up eighth. 
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Drama continued on Sunday 

The controversy of Ycaza's claim of 
foul didn't end on Preakness Day 

Maryland head steward Joseph Flana¬ 
gan was obviously upset, remembered 
Kelly, for a claim deemed “frivolous." An 
unprecedented hearing was held Sunday 
morning, drawing the connections of the 
top two horses, as well as a large group of 
national press. The film of the stretch run 
was replayed numerous times. 

Also considered as evidence of whether 
to take action was a photograph by the 
Baltimore Suti s Joseph A. DiPaola. Clearly 
seen in the head-on of the dueling colts 
was Ycaza's elbow pushing into Rotz. Sam 
Boulmetis of the Jockeys' Guild was in 
attendance to protest the use of the photo. 

“When Ycaza attempted to speak, stew¬ 
ard Flanagan said, ‘sit down, Mr. Ycaza. I 
think we have heard enough from you,'" 
Kelly recalled. 

Ycaza was suspended 10 days and fined 
$200, but the stewards recommended the 
Maryland Racing Commission add another 
20 days. The commission didn't agree dur¬ 
ing a hearing and reduced the suspension 
from 10 racing days to 10 calendar days. 
Testimony provided by Rotz, in which he 
said Ycaza “didn’t bother my riding one 
bit" helped his rival's case. 


Beyond the Preakness 

The 3-year-old class of 1962 was an 
exciting bunch. Close finishes, plus a num¬ 
ber of disqualifications, marked the early 
season, and it continued through the sum¬ 
mer. While Greek Money won just once 
more that year, in an allowance at Garden 
State in October, his contemporaries bat¬ 
tled for the championship title, with Jaipur 
coming out on top. 

After his horrible effortin the Preakness, 
Jaipur returned in the rich Jersey Derby 
and finished in a three-way photo, with 
Crimson Satan and Admiral's Voyage, and 
took the win upon the disqualification of 
Crimson Satan. Jaipur then captured the 
Belmont Stakes by a nose over Admiral's 
Voyage (Greek Money was seventh). The 
battles continued, the most spectacular 
between Jaipur and Ridan in the Travers 
Stakes at Saratoga, as the pair hooked up 
out of the gate and ran as a team the entire 
1 % miles. Jaipur won by a nose. 

The DiPaola photo was a sensation. It 
was the “Photo of the Week" in the June 1, 
1962, issue of Life magazine, and went on 
to win numerous awards. The national 
media was quick to condemn the actions 
of Ycaza, including the editors of Life, who 
captioned the DiPaola photo: “Roughest 
Rider's Foul At Finish" and noted that 
“Ycaza, the pictures showed, had been 


guilty of one of the most spectacular fouls 
in decades. . . One of the nation's best 
jockeys, Ycaza is probably better known 
for his rough riding than his good riding..." 

Luckily for Ycaza, racing was more 
willing to recognize his talents. Pilot of 
the tikes of Bald Eagle, Dark Mirage and 
Quadrangle, he received the George Woolf 
Memorial Jockey Award in 1964, and was 
inducted into the National Museum of 
Racing's Hall of Fame in 1977. 

Rotz reached the Hall of Fame in 
1983. His biography there explains that he 
received the nickname “Gentleman John” 
because of his “polite, articulate and pro¬ 
fessional nature." He received the George 
Woolf Award in 1973 and retired to a long 
career as a steward. 

Raines sits in an elite group to have 
batted 1.000 in the Preakness (among oth¬ 
ers are Morris Dixon with Polynesian and 
Johnny Longden with Majestic Prince). 
Raines ran a public stable after Ross' death, 
and counted among his clients Christiana 
Stable, Dogwood Stable and Liz Whitney 
Tippett. The first owner in the public 
stable was Anderson Fowler, and they had 
a long and successful association with, 
among others, Grade 1 winner Timely 
Warning and graded stakes winner Master 
Speaker. Together they won three consecu¬ 
tive Maryland Million Classics. 


History lesson springs from Preakness memories

I n an oversized wash stall in a white¬ 
sided barn on a hill, an Irishman leaned 
into a chestnut colt and sprayed crisp, 
clear, well-fed water down and over the 
horse's knees. Smoking, of course, the 
horseman fed the occasional cigarette to 
his equine companion-who didn't seem 
to mind-and even let the horse grab the 
hose now and then. 

The yearling was injured slightly in his 
field, but would soon return to romp with 
his mates-jogging, cantering, galloping, 
bucking, kicking, dozing, learning and 
growing up on a farm as perfect as any 
imagined. 

The hills rolled for miles. The barns 
(Upper, Lower, Apple. . .) looked tike 
they’d been there forever. The paddocks 
went in every direction and came in 
every size. A stone wall surrounded the 
manure pit. That white barn (Upper) 
held 14 stalls, but they seemed so big 
there could have been 28. The heavy, 
solid, brown, polished, wooden doors 
slid on tracks and latched shut. Vertical 
iron bars divided the stalls and topped the 


doors, ensuring breezes, plenty of tight, a 
chance for horses to see their neighbors. 
A feed room, with an oats crusher that 
could have been in the engine room of 
the Titanic, stood at one end. The wash 
stall and long, wood-paneled tack room 
at the other. A walking ring circled inside 
the barn-splitting the 11 outer stalls and 
three in the center. Upstairs, a loft held 
bales of every conceivable shape and size, 
or maybe the loose piles of fresh hay and 
straw maneuvered with a fork, rope and 
pulley system. 

The farm, all 1,300 acres of it, was in 
Delaware. The Irishman was my grandfa¬ 
ther. The horse was Greek Money. Fifty 
years ago, three years before I was born, 
the chesnut won the Preakness for trainer 
Buddy Raines and the Brandywine Stable 
of Donald Ross Sr. 

All are long gone, but the anniversary 
stirred some memories and spurred some 
thinking. 

Imagine if it all happened today. If a 
Virginia-bred horse—raised, broken and 
trained in Delaware—won the Preakness, 


the feat would be trumpeted near and 
far. The states' racing and breeding pro¬ 
grams could have made political hay for 
decades. Raines' story may have broken 
Twitter. TVG and HRTV would be rac¬ 
ing to set up remote shoots at Delaware 
Park. Kenny Mayne might have stood in 
that old wash stall to interview my grand¬ 
father, who would have been told not to 
mention feeding the horse cigarettes. 

The “how it happened" articles would 
appear in magazines-trade and other¬ 
wise. They'd mention the farm, how 
it stood as a sentry to an industry, an 
example of taking care of the horses 
and the people, another highlight in the 
long association between the duPonts 
(Ross' wife was a member of that storied 
family) and Thoroughbred horses. Back 
then, the Ross family foaled its mares, 
who often visited Brandywine's stallions 
Greek Song and Cochise, in Virginia and 
Kentucky. The weanlings came to the 
farm in Delaware —fillies in one truck, 
colts in another—and were met by seem¬ 
ingly lifelong employees tike my grand- 
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Actress Joan Crawford (center) took part in the trophy presentation that aiso inciuded trainer Buddy Raines (second from left), winning owner/breeder

father. The young horses filled the white 
barn and were turned out in huge, sprawl¬ 
ing fields. They'd come in (rope shanks 
only), get handled, learn to be horses first. 
The racehorse part could wait. 

Somewhere along the line, Greek 
Money (the chestnut Greek Song—Lucy 
Lufton colt then) rapped his knee and 
wound up with some extra attention from 
my father's father, Paddy Clancy. On 
the distaff side, my grandmother Ruth 
Waggaman fed the youngster apples over 
the fence and delighted a few years later 
that she'd been that close to a Preakness 
winner. Such are the hopes on every 
Thoroughbred nursery. 

When the summer racing season 
ended at Delaware Park, which Ross 
co-founded and managed, the yearlings 
would head to Brandywine Stable to be 
broken. Brandywine was just 5 miles from 
the farm, but entirely different. The farm, 
called Renappi after the term the Swedes 
used for the Indians from the area (offi¬ 
cially, Greek Money was bred by Renappi 
Corp.), was the country Brandywine was 
the city. To a horse. 

The barn featured 24 stalls in a line, 
a quarter-mile indoor track, a soaring 
front door, a few small turnout paddocks. 
When he wasn't traveling with the stable, 


Raines lived in the rambling house a short 
walk from the barn. The whole operation 
bordered Delaware Park's stable area — 
separated by a spur of the railroad line. 
From this base, Raines and his horses 
could access Delaware's two racetracks 
like an extension of the private facility. 

Greek Money spent plenty of time at 
Brandywine, learning his lessons, taking 
part in the annual yearling trials around 
Thanksgiving, becoming a racehorse and 
making 16 starts at 2. He won three races, 
finished second in three more. Despite a 
stakes win at Rhode Island's Narragansett 
Park, he lost ground to stablemate For 
the Road in the 1959 foal crop. For the 
Road, like Greek Money a son of Greek 
Song, went to Louisiana with Raines and 
the better horses. Greek Money stayed 
at Brandywine all winter with Eddie 
Vans ant. They must have worn out that 
indoor track. 

Greek Money made his 3-year- 
old debut in April at Laurel and fin¬ 
ished second. He won twice more, in 
the Chesapeake Stakes at Laurel and the 
Preakness Prep a week before the big race 
at Pimlico. Everyone knows the rest of 
the story as the Delawarean outgamed the 
more-fancied Ridan by a nose in a stretch 
battle that was literally that. Ross and 


Raines posed for the trophy presentation 
with actress Joan Crawford. 

Greek Money never produced on the 
big stage again, although his half-sister 
Open Fire won a championship in 1966. 

Then it all became part of history My 
grandfather (who spent Preakness Day 
1962 at the Rose Tree Races in Penn¬ 
sylvania) died in February 1973, Ross 
later that year. The big farm was sold to 
developers. 

The operation consolidated at Brandy¬ 
wine under my father and Ross' son 
Donald Ross Jr., found success at various 
levels in the region but never went back 
to the Preakness. Delaware Park was sold 
(long before the slots boom). My father 
took another training job. The blue and 
gold silks haven't been on a racehorse in 
years. 

Thousands of people live at what used 
to be Renappi, Greek Money's home as 
a youngster. The white barn is gone, so 
are the rolling fields. Neighborhoods fill 
the space, crisscrossed by streets, drives, 
courts and circles named Hayloft, Long- 
spur, Saratoga, Bowie, Belmont, Kelso 
and the like. 

There is no Preakness Place, no street 
named for Greek Money Maybe there 
ought to be. ^ 
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own to the wire-25 times (from 
136 runnings) in the Preakness 
has the winner gotten the job 
done by a neck, or less. 

Among those who hit the wire in 
the nick of time were such racing greats 
as Triple Crown winners War Admiral, 
Assault and Affirmed; Kentucky Derby 
winners Burgoo King, Bold Venture, 


Majestic Prince, Sunday Silence and 
Silver Charm; and the gray ghost, Native 
Dancer. 

Witnesses to dramatic finishes are 
left exhausted and exhilarated—who can 
forget the battle between Sunday Silence 
and Easy Goer. . . the three-horse finish 
with Silver Charm, Free House and fast¬ 
closing Captain Bodgit. . . the mighty

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New Deal in 
New Jersey 


Staring down uncertainty, horsemen 
take control at Monmouth

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W hat in the devil happened to 
Monmouth Park? 

On the verge of its 67th con¬ 
secutive meet in Oceanport, N.J., the his¬ 
toric racetrack, whose by-the-sea rhythms 
were familiar for most of its life, is for 
the third season running clouded in a 
state of confusion and uncertainty. As in 
2010 and 2011, with only weeks remaining 
before Monmouth opened, horsemen and 
employees and fans lacked routine infor¬ 
mation on the meet’s features. 

But the difference this time is funda¬ 
mental, and the fate of Thoroughbred 
racing in New Jersey all but hangs in the 
balance. The New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association (NJTHA) is run¬ 


ning the place now, as the state under 
Governor Chris Christie finally got its 
wish to wipe its hands clean of this whole 
horseracing business. The New Jersey 
Sports and Exposition Authority (NJSEA), 
owner of Monmouth since 1985, will hand 
it over May 3. 

As one racetrack owner described it: 
“It is giving the keys to the asylum to the 
inmates.” 

Monmouth won’t look all that different 
when it opens May 12, but serious changes 
are afoot. Dennis Drazin, past-president 
of NJTHA as well as former chairman 
of the New Jersey Racing Commission, 
heads the new management company, 
Elite Consulting LLC, that will oversee 
the operation of Monmouth. Drazin is its 
chairman and legal counsel, and longtime 
Monmouth Park general manager Bob 
Kulina is the president. Drazin’s brothers, 
Ronald and Brian, will oversee the develop¬ 
ment of property surrounding Monmouth 
under their new Darby Development LLC.

The intent is to turn Monmouth into a 
year-round destination. Without slot 
machines, it is the only course open to the 
horsemen's association for alternative 
sources of revenue. Ideas under discussion 
include a water park, hotel, two-screen 
movie theater, retail and commercial space, 
36-hole miniature golf course, restaurants, 
and a Jersey-style boardwalk. The horsemen 
also gain control of the Woodbridge Off- 
Track Wagering (OTW) facility and have 
plans to add two more within 24 months. 

Most of these changes won't happen 
until after the 2012 meet. The goals for this 
meet are belt-tightening and survival, 
according to Drazin. Slot machines, if they 
are going to happen, won't be possible for 
at least five years. 

“We have to live within our means until 
we get more money to keep our quality 
up," Drazin said. 

There will be some new features on the 
track however. Monmouth will run 65 
days, closely mirroring the 2010 and 2011 
schedules, with one notable addition: four 
twilight cards on Thursdays in August, 
with first post at 4 p.m. and a concert fol¬ 
lowing the final race at 7 p.m. For the first 
time since 2009 the Meadowlands will host 
Thoroughbreds, running 10 all-turf days- 
May 4 and 5-and then, once Monmouth 
closes in the fall, picking up Fridays and 
Saturdays from Oct. 12 through Nov. 3. 

Over the last 15 years, the vicissitudes 
of state politics, purse supplements from 
Adantic City casinos and competition 
from nearby states (with slots) have forced 
management and horsemen to wonder 
about the future. Last year, the three-year, 
$90-million purse subsidy from Atlantic 
City casinos to the Thoroughbred and 
Standardbred industries ceased. But this is 
new ground, and not only for Monmouth. 
There have been few examples of horsemen 
operating their own racetrack. Their lease 
in this case could run as long as 35 years. 

“Now we have control over our destiny 
and the future of Thoroughbred racing at 
Monmouth Park," Drazin said. “We have a 
vision and the adequate wherewithal to 
make it happen." 

It is minor justice that the horsemen are 
in control now. Their fortunes and the 
state of Monmouth have swung violently 
with each new administration. Blue-ribbon 
panels and commissions reappear like 
biennials. As the rest of the region has 
embraced slots, and their horsemen have 
hit jackpots with enriched purses, Garden 
State horsemen have been locked in a 
seemingly everlasting struggle. 

‘We're talking about survival here," said 
trainer John Forbes, president of NJTFLA 


“They have not faced the kind of crises we 
face. We have to make it work with racing." 

Forbes said the horsemen and their 
supporters are the last line of defense. “If 
the sports authority had slots, we wouldn't 
be running the track. We're running it 
because nobody else wants to.” 

How did it get to this point, where a 
track of historic significance became unde¬ 
sirable? 

Two years ago, Monmouth Park broke 
new ground when it halved its calendar, 
gave away record purses, created a buzz of 
anticipation, and led bettors to pile in on 
the best races the track had seen in years. 
Organizers called it the “Elite Meet," and 
by and large-in terms of attendance, 
handle, competition and purses-it was a 
success. Management was hopeful it could 
be a springboard to similar meets, and that 
die governor's office had seen that racing 
was far from lifeless. 

But the bottom line for the state was 
this: Monmouth still lost $6.1 million. The 
state wanted out, and last year it solicited 
bids for private leases of Monmouth and 
Meadowlands. Casino owner, real-estate 
magnate and Thoroughbred owner Morris 
Bailey was chosen for Monmouth, only a 
few weeks before the 2011 meet began. 
Negotiations commenced, but one dead¬ 
line after another passed, the hand-off 
right around the corner; anxiety, then mal¬ 
aise, covered the track and its employees. 

The baton was never passed. 

On the first of December, four days 
before an expected deal, Bailey pulled out 
after he and the state reached one final cul- 
de-sac. Reportedly the state wanted Bailey 
to shoulder more of the financial burden 
than originally decided. Gov. Christie 
affixed blame on the horsemen in bitterly 
traded exchanges, calling them “complete¬ 
ly untrustworthy" and saying they were 
trying to “extort the taxpayers for millions 
of dollars in subsidies to their industry." 
He threatened to close Monmouth. The 
horsemen were his scapegoat, and they 
vehemently denied his accusations. 

“The conception that the Bailey deal 
fell apart because of horsemen is inaccu¬ 
rate," Drazin said. “It fell apart because of 
the sports authority and governor's office. 
Morris walked away because of the pro¬ 
cess, not the horsemen. They had a good 
relationship." 

The state and the horsemen initially 
agreed on a schedule of 141 days, the num¬ 
ber guaranteed by law; purses would be 
$131,000 per day, with no stakes, including 
no Haskell Invitational. It would be the 
final year the state controlled Monmouth. 
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“Dennis stepped up to the plate, and he 
stepped into Morris' shoes," Forbes said. 

So he could become a consultant to the 
industry, Drazin, an attorney who also 
owns horses, resigned from his position as 
chairman of the racing commission. Had 
Bailey taken over, Drazin said he was likely 
going to work for him anyway in an advi¬ 
sory role. The attorney general's office 
cleared Drazin to advise the horsemen on 
preparing a proposal to lease Monmouth. 
The NJTHA had been one of three bid¬ 
ders for the track in 2011 (the other was 
Hialeah owner John Brunetti). 

On Feb. 2, the horsemen submitted a 
proposal and were selected to negotiate 
with the state. The deal would have to be 
finished by the end of April. To entice a 
new operator to come in so abruptly, the 
state agreed to cover half of the expected 
losses for 2012. The state will also loan the 
horsemen $5 million for 2012, and $2 mil¬ 
lion in 2013 and 2014. Rent is J>1 per year 
for the first five years, $250,000 or 5 per¬ 
cent of net operating profits (whichever is 
greater) for the next 10 years, and $500,000 
or 5 percent of net operating profits per 
year for the final 20 years. 

Drazin said he never expected to be in 
this position. Then again, before the inau¬ 
guration of Gov. Christie, nobody would 
have predicted this scenario unfolding. 

“Had I known the state was going to 
bail out of racing, I wouldn't have become 
the chairman of the racing commission,” 
Drazin said. Instead, he could have assisted 
during the negotiations which fell apart 
between the state and Bailey. “I never 
dreamed of doing it because I never 
thought it would become a reality.” 

Much of the expansion plan for the 
320-acre site comes from Bailey's concepts 
during the 10 months he was negotiating 
with the state. The redevelopment plan is 
supposed to cost $100 million. Bailey is 
likely going to remain involved in the real- 
estate development, according to Drazin. 

“I'll be helping on the long-term devel¬ 
opment plans,” Bailey, the owner of 
Resorts Casino in Atlantic City who has 
homes in Deal, N.J., and Brooklyn, N.Y., 
was quoted as saying in the Asbury Park 
Press. “I love Monmouth Park and want to 
see it succeed. I think the horsemen are the 
right people to run the track and I'm very 
optimistic about the future of the track. 
With the right private management they'll 
be able to turn it into a resort destination.” 

The first change at Monmouth is Gour¬ 
met Dining's replacement of Aramark as 
the concessions and catering proprietor, 
answering long-existing complaints. The 
miniature golf course may go up in 2012, 


but construction on other proposals will 
have to wait until 2013. 

A company that provides tote systems 
has committed to putting up $18.25 million 
to help erect three OTWs in northern New 
Jersey. A law passed 11 years ago allowed 
for 15 OTWs, but only three have been 
built, in Vineland, Toms River and Wood- 
bridge. The next one, New Meadowlands 
Racetrack LLC's first off-track wagering 
site located in Bayonne, should be opera¬ 
tional by July, and another location is 
scheduled to open within 24 months. The 
deal calls for a total of four additional 
OTWs. The horsemen also get a 50-per- 
cent share of the state's account-wagering 
system, plus the ability to place a total of 
20 betting terminals across 12 restaurants 
or bars, as mandated by a new law. 

The amount of work this created for 
Drazin and Kulina is staggering, the politi¬ 
cal maneuvering, the unending meetings, 
the permits and approvals necessary for 
construction. There is also the pressure of 
keeping enough of Monmouth's dearly- 
held history while turning the page on a 
new reality. And there are dozens of 
employees who wonder how they fit into 
the new austerity plan. 

“It's overwhelming putting this deal 
together,” Drazin conceded. 

Forbes, who once trained for Drazin 
and worked with him at the horsemen's 
association for many years, expressed con¬ 
fidence. 

“Dennis will not let this fail,” Forbes 
said. “He sleeps four hours a night. He is 
amazing in the amount of work he can do. 
For him this is a labor of love.” 

Lost perhaps in all of this is the charac¬ 
ter of live racing. The track plans on giving 
away $400,000 in purses per day, about the 
same as last year. The first week of April 
the stakes schedule was announced, 
amounting to $3.95 million (not including 
overnight stakes), which is $1 million less 
than 2011. Nearly every stakes saw its purse 
cut by at least $50,000, although the $1 mil¬ 
lion Haskell was spared. Other changes 
include dropping the Salvator Mile-G3, its 
spot replaced by the Monmouth Cup-G2, 
and moving the Grade 2 Molly Pitcher to 
Haskell Day. The horsemen's assets are 
currently limited to cash on hand and the 
future value of the revenue from Mon¬ 
mouth. Some time in the near future, 
purses will have to be self-sustaining. 

Drazin and Kulina were behind the 
“Elite Meet”—hence the name of their 
management company—a plan they had 
attempted to get approved in 2008 and 
2009. But NJSEA and then-governor Jon 
Corzine were reluctant to act, and the

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horsemen were also hesitant. After it took 
effect in 2010, both men left convinced 
that there was a market for a good product. 

They had hoped to replicate the “Elite 
Meet” after 2010, but as Drazin said, “The 
state bailed on us. It was supposed to be, 
Well find the money where you can make 
it happen again.’” 

Their hope now is that New York’s 
stratospheric purses, buttressed by the 
Aqueduct casino, will send a healthy over¬ 
flow to New Jersey. In addition, Mon¬ 
mouth’s new executives have had discus¬ 
sions with Parx Racing over some type of 
agreement on a mutual schedule. Sharing 
stalls and employee swaps were proposed. 
It makes sense in theory, Drazin said, but 
an agreement among horsemen will be 
hard to secure. There is no shortage of 
problems: in Pennsylvania, Governor Tom 
Corbett’s current budget proposal men¬ 
tioned transferring $72 million from slot¬ 
generated purses to other state programs. 

The last two meets, Monmouth stayed 
open through November, but each year the 
high of the summer days wore off, as did 
the business. 

“I just don’t think there’s any support 
from anyone to race deep into the fall 
like last year,” said trainer Tim Hills. “The 


racing wasn’t competitive and it was a bad 
product. It didn’t leave a good taste.” 

The return to the Meadowlands after 
Monmouth meets that concern, although 
the prospect of weather-related cancella¬ 
tions to the all-turf cards seems significant. 

More questions concern the workforce 
for 2012 and beyond. Most employees 
finished the 2011 meet with a bad feel¬ 
ing. Throughout the summer and fall, the 
NJSEA sent notices notifying seasonal 
employees that they’d be fired within 60 
days once the state ceased operating the 
track, as required by law. Four letters went 
out, testifying to the stop-and-start nego¬ 
tiations. The final letter at the end of 
November left no doubt. 

Seasonal employees of the NJSEA 
were told that under Bailey they’d receive 
no benefits and a 20-percent pay cut, a 
plan which seems likely under the new 
management. 

Furthermore, an NJSEA pension plan 
started in 1986 for seasonal employees - 
made up of administrative and racing 
officials, valets, starting gate workers-was 
liquidated in a matter of three days at the 
end of August. The 52 participants in the 
plan were notified on a Friday that the 
$1.8 million pool would be liquidated on 
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Sunday. The NJSEA had been generously 
subsidizing the plan annually to supple¬ 
ment members’ contributions. 

Those employees who were close to 
retirement were particularly stung, as they 
expected an annuity instead of the lump 
sum they received. One former employee 
said he had contributed $22,000 for two 
and a half decades and received a distribu¬ 
tion of $65,000, which was one of the larg¬ 
est. He had been counting on a monthly 
annuity of $600, and noted that he spoke 
to a few former employees who didn’t 
understand the basic tax options, such as 
“rolling over” the money into an IRA. 

Some participants in the pension plan 
considered a lawsuit, but that course seems 
unlikely and ill-fated. “We didn’t have a 
lot of legs to stand on, so we folded,” 
said Arthur Anastasia, a longtime racing 
official. 

With the same cast in place in the 
racing office-principally racing secretary 
Mike Dempsey and stakes coordinator 
Dan Dufford-Anastasia said he expects 
to return. 

“For now we’re like unemployed iron¬ 
workers,” he joked. 

Not to be outdone, the annual uncer¬ 
tainty of New Jersey’s racing calendar has 
placed Garden State breeders on a knife’s 
edge. Theirs is as acute a matter of survival 
as any. The Sleeter family of south Jersey 
is racing at Parx now. And Colonial Farms 
in Colts Neck, the oldest remaining breed¬ 
ing outfit in the state, waived fees this year 
for its stallions Park Avenue Ball, Private 
Interview and Cable Boy. 

“I’m doing it because there’s very little 
interest,” said Sam Fieramosca. He added 
that the number of broodmares on his 
farm are a third of what they once were. 

Fieramosca maintains a stiver of hope, 
placing his faith in Drazin and Kutina. He 
isn’t alone. The horsemen are guardedly 
optimistic because they know their repre¬ 
sentatives and presumably their voices will 
trump any politician’s. 

But about the only thing keeping Mon¬ 
mouth open is nostalgia. There are people 
who want to s ave it, andi t’s not for the m oney. 
Racing isn’t exactly a “growth” industry. 
The track still stirs loyalty and feeling - 
from racing officials to trainers, owners to 
tellers to security guards and all the way to 
the casual fans who flood the sun-baked 
picnic area on summer weekends. 

Racing will never be what it once was, 
but Monmouth is a reminder of its glory 
years. The track has always counted on 
people to cherish that, to keep coming 
back, and it’ll depend on that now more 
than ever before. ^

Eighttofasttocatch 
duplicates stakes score 
in Harrison Johnson

hat a difference a year makes. 

Tim Keefe brought Sylvia Heft's 
Eighttofasttocatch into the 2011 
Harrison E. Johnson Memorial Stakes as a 
slighdy underachieving 5-year-old without 
any stakes wins to his credit. Fresh off 
a victory when dropped in for a $32,000 
claiming price, the son of Not For Love 
arrived with a half-length win in the 9-fur- 
long stakes. He went off 5.50-1 and got the 
job done. The Maryland-bred proceeded 
to collect three more stakes and pocket a 
cool $266,200 during the year. 

One year later, on March 24, Eightto¬ 
fasttocatch returns to defend his crown. 
Different? He was 1-5 this time under 
regular rider Sheldon Russell. He didn't 
win like a 1-5 shot but he got the job 


done, scoring by a length when turning 
back Cherokee Artist, a veteran stakes 
horse claimed for $25,000 in his previous 
start. Indian Jones finished third in the 
stakes worth $100,000 to state-bred run¬ 
ners ($75,000 to the others). 

Bred by Dark Hollow Farm and 
Herringswell Stable, Eighttofasttocatch 
improved his career mark to 10 wins from 
32 starts and $463,190. 

“Last year I felt the pressure of know¬ 
ing that I had a good horse and I wasn't 
sure how to get the best out of him,” 
Keefe said. “This year I felt the pressure 
of being 1-5 in the same race I had won 
the year prior.” 

Keefe removed blinkers from Eight¬ 
tofasttocatch in his optional claiming win 


before the Johnson last year and has seen a 
transformation since. 

“Everything clicked after the Harrison 
Johnson last year. Blinkers off. He was 
sound. And with the addition of Gigi, the 
goat, he was very happy. He had a fantastic 
2011, winning four stakes and running 
very well in two graded stakes races,” 
Keefe said. “As for this year, I'd like to try 
the Pimlico Special, I'm looking forward 
to that because it's here in Maryland and it 
fits in terms of the time frame. The race is 
farther then he has ever run [1 3 /i6 miles] but 
I don't believe it will be a problem, again 
if he's fresh and happy, then it's within his 
reach.” 

Eighttofasttocatch helped secure 
another Maryland riding title for Russell, 
who captured the 12-week winter meet by 
21 wins over Malcolm Franklin. 

DOGWOOD’S RACONTEUR ROLLS 
IN PRIVATE TERMS STAKES 

Cot Campbell, the longtime scion of 
Dogwood Stable, announced his retire¬ 
ment from the syndicate business late last 
year. Well, the godfather of partnerships 
announced that he would continue run¬ 
ning his present partnerships, but would be 
scaling back his Aiken, S.C.-based opera¬ 
tion. 

Dogwood's Raconteur could keep 
Campbell at the forefront a little while lon¬ 
ger. The A.P. Indy colt nailed locally based 
Hakama in the final strides to win the 
Private Terms Stakes by a head on March 
17. Trained by Todd Pletcher and ridden 
by Chris DeCarlo, Raconteur picked up his 
third victory in nine tries, erasing a rough- 
trip defeat in the Grade 3 Gotham Stakes 
earlier in March. Wheeled back in two 
weeks, Raconteur made amends. 

The $240,000 Keeneland April 2-year- 
old sales purchase made his debut at 
Saratoga last summer before hitting the 
board in four consecutive maiden races. 
Kept north for the winter, he broke out 
with maiden and allowance scores at 
Aqueduct early in the new year. Seventh in 
the Gotham, he picked up his first stakes 
score in the Private Terms and upped his 
bankroll to $157,800. 

MILLI0NREAS0NSWHY GETS 
BACK TO WORK IN WIDE COUNTRY 

Sagamore Farm's Millionreasonswhy 
returned with a bang to win the Wide 
Country Stakes March 3. The 3-year-old 
daughter of Grand Slam came the clos¬ 
est of any rival to beating undefeated 
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Sagamore Farm’s Millionreasonswhy, with Horacio Karamanos aboard, looked 
good in her return to action in the Wide Country Stakes for 3-year-old fillies.

champion My Miss Aurelia during their 
2-year-old campaigns, when missing by a 
neck in Saratoga’s Adirondack Stakes-G2. 
Millionreasonswhy battled the champion 
throughout the 6A-furlong stakes, eventu¬ 
ally going down by an undeserving neck. 

Trained by Ignacio Correas, Million¬ 
reasonswhy missed the rest of 2011 and 
returned in the 7-furlong Wide Country, 
where she went off as the close second 
choice behind Dance to Bristol, winner of 
the Marshua Stakes in February at Laurel. 
The two favorites tracked pacesetter Love 
Contract before clashing in the stretch, 
where Millionreasonswhy powered away 
to score by 1% lengths for her third career 
victory from four starts. 

Horacio Karamanos guided Million¬ 
reasonswhy to the win. 

BENTLEYS BUILDING BUSINESS 
FROM HOME BASE AT FAIR HILL 

Dave and Fenneka Bendey are busy. 
Happily busy. That’s the horse game. 

They have 10 stalls at their farm in 
Cecil County, Md. A variety of flat horses, 
steeplechase horses, layups and leg-ups 
live there. Ten minutes away at Fair Hill 
Training Center, the Bendeys have five 
stalls, filled with young flat horses. None 
of them bigger than Cimbria. The daugh¬ 
ter of War Front, bred and owned by 
Sheila and Rufus Williams, upset a tough 
maiden special weight field March 3. The 
bay filly tracked the leaders before skip¬ 
ping to a 1 %-length win over favorite Celtic 
Katie and Grammy Pat. 


A former champion steeplechase 
jockey, Dave Bendey rode winners for 
Williams’ son-in-law Jack Fisher. When 
Fisher’s father, Dr. John Fisher, retired 
from training, the Bendeys were given a 
couple of horses, including Cimbria. The 
3-year-old filly finished fifth in her debut 
at Parx Racing in December, then finished 
second at that track in January. Stretched 
out for the first time in the Laurel race, 
Cimbria paid $28.80. 

“We got the chance of training three 
young horses when Dr. Fisher retired 
and it was a great opportunity,” Fenneka 
Bendey said. “Cimbria turned up as a 
rather large, rounded 2-year-old, but also 
had a very strong opinion of herself. She 
did everything right training, loves to go 
out on the track and work. She’s a very 
professional nice ride, but puts her game 
face on in company. Don’t get in her way.” 

Bentley wanted to stretch out Cimbria 
after two sprint starts at Parx and thought 
the 1 Vi6 miles at Laurel would be ideal. 

“When we entered for Laurel we 
thought it would be a good spot, she 
was going longer for the first time after a 
nice second at Parx against a Hard Spun 
filly,” Bentley said. “She had done noth¬ 
ing wrong in her races to that point. When 
we saw the betting we were a bit surprised 
but Rufus was happy. I wish I had cashed 
abet.” 

Cimbria’s dam, stakes winner Brig (by 
Two Punch), is a full sister to amateur tim¬ 
ber legend Kebo Valley, who won numer¬ 
ous races with the Williams’ daughter 
Sheila. Brig produced steeplechase pros¬ 


pects, Easy Reach and Popplestone, who 
are in training with Jack Fisher. 

“We are looking forward to her full- 
sister coming in April,” Bentley said. “I’m 
told she’s rather large as well. That’s fine 
with us-Cimbria has been a great horse 
to train and the Williamses have been great 
people to train for.” 

BOLD AFFAIR STREAKS 
TO WIN IN CONNIVER 

Charles Reed has a pretty simple request 
when it comes to Bold Affair, who he co¬ 
owns with Mike Zanella. 

“As long as she’s on the outside we feel 
pretty good,” Reed said. 

How about in front? 

Bold Affair took the decisions out 
of Abel Castellano’s hands by shoot¬ 
ing straight to the lead in the 7-furlong 
Conniver Stakes on March 10. The daugh¬ 
ter of Two Punch opened 4 lengths in the 
first call and widened that margin to score 
easily by 6V2 lengths over Baltimore Belle. 
Music Please was nearly 4 lengths back in 
third. 

Trained by Howard Wolfendale, Bold 
Affair won for the fifth time in nine starts 
and snapped a rare two-race losing streak. 

Her connections toyed with going to 
the Grade 2 Barbara Fritchie earlier at the 
meet, but opted for the $75,000 Maryland- 
bred stakes. 

Bold Affair did the rest. 

The 4-year-old filly hails from Hunka 
Hunka Lori Z, the foundation mare in 
Reed and Zanella’s program. 
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“We bought the mother at the sale for 
$7,000 and she ended up winning a couple 
of stakes. She’s had three foals,” Reed said. 
“She’s been real good for us.” 

Reed appreciates the luck and good for¬ 
tune of owning one like Bold Affair. 

“I’ve been in this business for 30 years, 
started with Richard Ferris, three of us 
claimed a horse for $3,000 and had a lot of 
fun with it,” Reed said. “We owned Chip’s 
Dancer, he was 3-year-old horse of the 
year in Maryland in ’93. We were going to 
be the favorite for the Wood Memorial but 
he got hurt the Monday before the Wood. 
That was tough. We had a shot at going 
to the Derby and everything. I know how 
lucky we are to get this filly, that’s for sure.” 

I Owner/trainer/breeder Suzanne 
Berger scored a lucrative win on March 9 
when Lil Mr B won his debut in a 6-furlong 
maiden special weight. The Maryland-bred 
son of Bop sat off the pace before scoring 
by a half length under Malcolm Franklin. 


Berger campaigned Lil Mr B’s dam Lilly 
North (by Aly North). 

I Hard-rocking claimer Map of the 
World won again, taking an optional claim¬ 
er by three-quarters of a length over Yano. 
Sheldon Russell steered the 6-year-old son 
of Hennessy for Sola Dei Gloria Stable 
and trainer Hugh McMahon. Claimed for 
$7,500 in September—when making his 
first start off a year layoff—Map of the 
World picked up his fourth win from six 
starts for his new connections. 

I Vying for claim of the year, River 
Blades won her third straight since being 
claimed by owner Joseph Hale and trainer 
Katherine Sancuk for $5,000 in February. 
The 6-year-old daughter of Cherokee Run 
got her third starter allowance score in four 
weeks on March 10. Grant Whitacre guid¬ 
ed her to her 12th career win in 40 starts. 

I Dove Houghton made a rare appear¬ 
ance in the three-win column when Sphn- 


klesmiddle Ez powered to a 9!4-length 
win March 22. Owned, bred and trained 
by Houghton, the 3-year-old daughter of 
Sharp Humor crushed nine rivals in the 
turf sprint. Houghton owned and trained 
Golden Knot (by Golden Missile), dam of 
the winner. 

I Janon Fisher’s Wire Funds shocked 
bettors with a 107-1 upset on March 21. 
The 4-year-old Maryland-bred son of Love 
of Money entered 1 -for-18, but had never 
tried the turf. Bingo. 

The toteboard oversight meant nothing 
to the Fisher homebred as he launched 
a furious rally under Geovany Garcia to 
post the half-length victory over Alston 
Gunter. The winner paid $216.80 and led 
a $1,226.40 exacta, $10,831.40 trifecta and 
$32,759.40 superfecta. 0 
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Why Governor Corbett’s Attack on the 
Equine Industry is Bad for Pennsylvania 

Governor Tom Corbett has proposed diverting more than $72 million each year from the Race Horse Development Fund, which 
funds purses and breeders incentives in Pennsylvania. In the 2012-2013 fiscal year, these and other cuts would leave the fund near¬ 
ly 30 percent below the lowest projections of what it would receive when Act 71 was adopted by the Legislature in 2004.

These proposed cuts are projected to cost Pennsylvania 10,000 
to 15,000 jobs, including horse trainers, stable hands, veterinar¬ 
ians, blacksmiths, farmers that produce feed, equipment sup¬ 
pliers, and other businesses supporting the equine industry in 
Pennsylvania. Jockey Dana Whitney (lower right, above with 
his family) is one of thousands who had new job opportuni¬ 
ties created in PA by Act 71. Dana bought a house and moved 
his family here in 2009. His kids love their schools and the last 
thing he or his wife wants is to have to move. These cuts may 
leave Dana and thousands of other Pennsylvania families little 
choice but to move to other states with more competitive purses. 



lost Opportunities 

In December 2011, the Cotillion Stakes at Parx Racing in Bensalem 
was upgraded to a Grade I Stakes — the first time in history that 
Pennsylvania has been home to a Grade I Race. The highest rank¬ 
ing in thoroughbred racing, this is a distinction reserved for the 
most important races in the country -- which attract a high quality 
field of horses. These cuts will jeopardize Pennsylvania’s status in 
the equine industry and could result in the loss of this and other 
graded stakes races. 



lost Investment 


Mike Jester s Penn Ridge Farms outside of Harrisburg is proof 
that Act 71 is working as intended. Thanks to Act 71, Mike 
and many other business owners have invested tens of millions 
of dollars in the Pennsylvania economy, acquiring land, horses, 
equipment and hiring new employees. Following the passage 
of Act 71, Jester purchased the 130 acre farm, which was once 
home to a cattle operation. If Pennsylvania cuts funds for the 
Race Horse Development Fund, we could see investment in the 
equine agricultural industry end. Many Pennsylvanians may be 
forced to leave to work or race their horses in other states offer¬ 
ing more competitive purses. 



lost Open Space 


Tens of thousands of acres of farmland and open space in Penn¬ 
sylvania are currently operated as breeding or equine boarding 
facilities directly related to the Commonwealths racing industry.

Around the Ovals Charles Town 


Trainer Davis stays 
ahead, on the move 
with improving stable

S cooter Davis is rarely one to turn 
down a potential project, no matter 
how doubtful the prospects of a suc¬ 
cessful turnaround. 

Case in point—Disco Indy, a grizzled 
campaigner Davis picked up for all of 
$500 after a doubtful effort two years 
ago at Charles Town. Davis loaded up 


the former $95,000 yearling for the four- 
hour drive back to his training center near 
Mountaineer Racetrack in Chester, W.Va., 
and went to work rehabilitating the run¬ 
down bay. 

As he watched jockey Oswald Pereira 
guide 8-year-old “Disco” to the winner’s 
circle following a victory in a 7-furlong 


starter handicap at Charles Town on March 
24, Davis could once more take satisfac¬ 
tion in a job well done. 

“I actually bought him for $500 from 
(Joseph) Yourchisin one night after the 
races,” Davis said. “They wanted to get rid 
of him. So I sent him home. I think he won 
six or seven in a row [editor’s note: he won 
his first five starts of 2011]. Then I sent 
him to Presque Isle and that kind of just 
banged him up a little bit, so I gave him 
some time off. Came back here and won 
another 12.5 optional [claimer]. Then he 
came back and ran two bad races, but he 
blew two shoes in both races. 

“... Out of all of them, to bring a horse 
back-I mean, he’s got ability. It’s not like I 
made him a superstar. You can look on his 
resume. He can run. But to bring an old 
horse back that they’d kind of given up on, 
then to bring him back and let him win. . . 
I don’t know, I just get attached to those 
kind of horses.” 

Disco Indy’s victory in the second 
semifinal of the Charles Town Starter 
Tournament actually created something 
of a sticky situation for Davis. In the first 
semifinal run the race before, Davis-owned 
or trained entries swept the top three spots 
to advance to the April 14 championship 
round of the first-year tournament. Pereira 
was aboard the winner of that race as well, 
another pet project named Pure Rey (Arg) 
whom Davis had acquired as a $5,000 
claim from trainer Stephanie Beattie. 

“Which one am I gonna ride?” Pereira 
asked, and Davis had no easy answer. With 
four horses qualified for the championship, 
the North Little Rock, Ark., native had 
plenty on his mind. 

Four horses in one race-it’s the kind 
of problem most trainers would love 
to have. But finding successful spots at 
Charles Town has become commonplace 
for Davis, who still makes the weekly com¬ 
mute back to Mountaineer to breeze some 
of his 65 horses in training on Sundays 
and Mondays before turning around and 
heading back to Charles Town for the rest 
of the week. His father and fellow trainer, 
Billy Davis, takes care of the family opera¬ 
tion during the week. 

“My mom kind of handles the business 
part of it, and my dad’s the blacksmith,” 
Davis said. “It’s kind of like a big family 
thing. I’m wanting to relocate here, but 
now with the new track opening in Ohio 
I’m kind of waiting to see. I’m going 
to make a decision—I’m meeting with a 
couple of my partners soon to kind of 
decide where we’re going to put the train- 
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ing center. I’m either going to try and buy 
something here, or buy something there 
and just keep shipping” 

Shipping has been an effective strategy 
for Davis at Charles Town, largely thanks 
to his connections north of the border, 
including Woodbine-based trainer Donnie 
McRae and Colebrook Farms proprietor 
John Burness. 

“The Canadian horses have come in 
here and done really well,” Davis said. “IVe 
got a connection there. Fve trained a few 
for Colebrook—they breed a lot in Canada. 
So a lot of the horses that don't actually fit, 
that usually would go to Fort Erie where 
his daughter trains for him, they send 
down here to run on the dirt surface now. 
So that's kind of worked out well.” 

Davis has a penchant for making sure 
things work out, more often than not. He 
counts his $5,000 claim of 2007 Arkansas 
Derby-G2 third-place finisher Deadly 
Dealer among his best moves. Davis picked 
up Deadly Dealer from Todd Pletcher in a 
claiming race at Mountaineer in 2009, then 
turned around and beat the Eclipse Award¬ 
winning trainer with his former horse 
in the $85,000 West Virginia Legislature 
Chairman's Cup at Mountaineer in 2010. 

“I was the only one that went in for him 
that night,” Davis said. “I ran him in strict¬ 
ly starters—he won a few and he was never 
worse than one, two, three. Then I ran him 
in the [Chairman's Cup]. The biggest thing 
is number one, I owned him. Then number 
two, I had to run against Todd Pletcher, 
Scott Lake and Steve Asmussen and we 
ran 1-2-3-4.” 

Going toe-to-toe with the big-money 
horses regularly fielded by the likes of 
Pletcher is the exception, not the rule, for 
Davis. He had some success with 2-year- 
olds early in his career at Louisiana Downs, 
but finds most new owners don't want to 
invest the time in young horses. That's fine 
with Davis, who admittedly likes to race at 
a high percentage and keep the freedom to 
pick his spots. 

“Now they like to claim and go,” Davis 
said. “If an owner's getting into the busi¬ 
ness, it's easier to claim a horse and in two 
or three weeks I can have him back run¬ 
ning. Whereas with the babies right now, 
a person new coming into it—they get a 
baby and all you do is pay out for two or 
three years before you even know what 
you've got. 

“A lot of trainers sit there and dream 
about the Derby and things like that. I 
always tell [my owners] that if this is all I 


ever do and they don't move up any more, 
then I'm happy. 

“I'm happy with what we're doing here. 
I'm not going to lie-I mean, yeah it'd be 
great to later on move up. Some of my 
new clients, Long Shot and a few of them, 
they're about my age and they're really 
looking into trying to get better horses to 
run in stakes and this and that.” 

Regardless, Davis isn't lacking for offers 
these days. 

“I try to pride myself in my horses' 
appearance —they usually look good,” 
Davis said. “I've been lucky to get some 
nice owners. They kind of let me place 
them-I think that's the big thing. We have 
gotten on a streak a little bit, but like I said 
it's a family thing. My jocks, Ozzie [Pereira] 
and [Clifford] Dooley, they're two of my 
main [exercise] riders. 

“I guess a lot of trainers take all the 
credit, but if you don't have a team—espe¬ 
cially now that I'm getting a larger number 
of horses —I couldn't do it without any of 
them.” 

CHARLES TOWN NOTES 

I The month of February ended on a 
dreadful note for Charles Town, as a dev¬ 
astating breakdown on the far turn claimed 
nearly an entire field during a Feb. 29 
sprint allowance. Sharp Beauty, with jockey 
Carlos Marrero, went down while setting 
the pace off the rail and collected six other 
horses in the spill. Only the Davis-trained 
filly Miss Fifty, with Pereira, escaped the 
carnage that threw seven riders—Marrero, 
Grant Whitacre, Mitchell Snow, Jose Mon¬ 
tano, Katie Reynolds, Clifford Dooley and 
Anthony Mawing. All but Mawing, who 
was hospitalized overnight for observa¬ 
tion, walked away from the spill. Sharp 


Beauty was the only horse euthanized due 
to the incident. 

“Let me make it clear,” Charles Town 
chief steward Danny Wright said in a news 
release. “This was not an issue of the track 
condition causing an accident. This was a 
horse breaking down during the race that 
unfortunately took the field with her.” 

I Four-year-old Kentucky-bred geld¬ 
ing Quillian continued to find his move 
east to Charles Town from Chicago's 
Arlington Park much to his liking, picking 
up his fourth win in as many starts in a 
7-furlong allowance on March 14. Owned 
by Donald L. Brown Jr. and Stephanie 
Beattie, the Macho Uno gelding won by 
a neck under J.D. Acosta as the odds-on 
favorite. Quillian ran just twice as a 3-year- 
old at Arlington, with a third to his credit. 

I Another horse who might have 
found a permanent home at Charles Town 
is the itinerant mare L P's Tiger, who 
boosted her record to four wins in six 
starts (all top threes) for the year with a 
claiming victory on March 16. The Florida- 
bred 6-year-old has seen the sights along 
the East Coast, with stops at no less than 
seven tracks before settling in at Charles 
Town for trainer Alejandro Maymo and 
owner Kazdan Racing Stables. L P's Tiger 
now has 10 career victories from 55 starts. 

I Jolie Ange was back on the move 
following a March 22 sprint claiming vic¬ 
tory. The 6-year-old state-bred, who has 
raced exclusively at Charles Town and won 
the 2009 Sadie Hawkins Stakes, delivered a 
victory for owner Eric A. Rizer and trainer 
Ollie Figgins III-who claimed the bay 
mare earlier this year-then headed off to 
a new barn as an $8,000 claimer for new 
owner Candice J. Wanner and trainer Dulce 
Martinez. ^

With push from Lake, 
new trainer Lauro 
making some progress

E van Lauro has had his trainer's license 
for less than a year, but the Newtown, 
Pa., resident has compiled a nifty set 
of statistics. 

From 16 starts since he sent out his first 
horse last summer, Lauro has won three 
times and placed with six others, for an 
in-the-money rate of 56 percent through 
March 25. This year, he's had two wins in 
six starts (33 percent), including Lobo Del 
Norte's rousing 6V-length score in a 6-fur¬ 
long claiming event on March 13. 

The victory was a nice payday for 
Lauro, who also owned the 6-year-old 
gelding, for not only did he pick up the 
first-place prize of $13,200, but Lobo Del 
Norte was claimed in the process, adding 
an additional $7,500 to the pot. 

Lauro, 30, grew up in Colts Neck, N.J., 
and always wanted to be a trainer, but took 
the long and winding road toward that 
goal, starting out in the front offices of 
various racetracks. 

For several years, he was a publicity 
assistant at harness oval Freehold Raceway 
in Monmouth County, not far from his 
home, and then moved on to Pompano 
Park in Florida, another harness oval. 

All the while, Lauro found himself 
longing to leave his office jobs behind and 
work with horses. 

A few harrowing incidents he witnessed 
as a volunteer firefighter in New Jersey 
propelled him toward the backstretch at 
Parx Racing. 

“I saw some scary things-some bad 
accidents and fatalities,” he recalled. “That 
made me want to pursue my trainer's 
license even more. I figured I was getting 
older, and if I didn't do it soon, I might 
never have the chance.” 

After sending a letter to veteran trainer 
Scott Lake, Lauro arranged a meeting and 
told of his desire to learn the horse busi¬ 
ness. Lake invited him to come to his barn 


and then handed him a shank, starting him 
out by walking hots. 

“I can't say enough about Scott,” said 
Lauro. “He gave me an opportunity, and 
I appreciate it so much. He was a good 
teacher, and we became close friends.” 

Hotwalker Lauro graduated to groom 
and then got his owner's license, going 
partners with Lake on a few horses and 
then eventually owning horses in his name. 
Finally, in July 2011, Lauro passed his 
trainer's test, again with Lake's assistance. 

His first win came November 26, 2011, 
when Deanoguska came from off the pace 
to score in a 6-furlong claiming race. One 
of the first to congratulate him, via text, 
was his old boss Lake. 

“He texted, ‘Good job!'” said Lauro. 
“He was really happy for me, and I owe it 
all to him.” 


Lauro has two stalls at Parx, and trains 
another horse, Fearless Cowboy. He does 
all the work in the barn himself. 

F0RDANGSH0RE ROMPS 
IN BENSALEM STAKES 

Mike Trombetta and Ted Julio's For- 
dangshore rebounded from a fifth-place 
finish in the Grade 2 General George 
Stakes at Laurel Park in February to win 
the $75,000 Bensalem Stakes in decisive 
fashion on March 13. 

The third betting choice faced a solid 
field, led by out-of-towner Flat Bold, com¬ 
ing in off a blowout score at Parx on 
Feb. 6 for trainer Rudy Rodriguez, and 
locally based Golddigger's Boy, making his 
2012 debut for trainer Ramon Preciado. 
After nearly clipping heels at the break, 
Fordangshore lagged at the back of the 
field through the first half mile of the 6 V 2 
furlongs. 

With Kendrick Carmouche sitting 
patiently, Fordangshore loped along as 
27-1 Closing Vision set the pace through 
opening fractions of :22.40 and :44.53. As 
the field rounded the far turn, Carmouche 
eased the gelding outside and he turned 
on the afterburners, flying six-wide into 
the stretch. 

Fordangshore swept past a tiring 
Closing Vision and powered toward the 
wire, opening up on his rivals with every 
stride, with 6 furlongs timed in 1:09.11. At 
the finish, he was 2% lengths in front of the 
rallying Rod's Five Star, with Golddigger's 



Fordangshore rolled through the stretch late to capture the Bensalem Stakes for trainer Mike Trombetta. 
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Boy making a mild move for third. The 
final time was a swift 1:15.63. 

The Bensalem was the first added- 
money victory for Fordangshore, a 5-year- 
old chestnut son of Forest Danger bred in 
Kentucky by McKee Stables Inc. It was his 
sixth win from 13 lifetime starts, and the 
$43,400 winner’s share increased his earn¬ 
ings to $195,370. 

Fordangshore is the first stakes winner 
for his dam, Shorewalk Drive (by Formal 
Gold). She is a half-sister to graded stakes- 
winning sprinter and millionaire Champali, 
as well as multiple stakes winner Drexel 
Monorail. 

Fordangshore passed through the sales 
ring twice; first as a yearling, when he sold 
for $68,000 at Keeneland September, and 
then as a 2-year-old, when he was pur¬ 
chased by co-owner Julio for $130,000 at 
the OBS March sale. 

HORSES STILL HONORING HOLMAN 

Burnt Toast gave breeder Kay Holman 
a posthumous salute when he narrowly 
prevailed in a starter allowance on March 24. 

Under Victor Molina, the 3-year-old 
son of Domestic Dispute maintained a 


2-length lead throughout most of the race, 
but began to shorten stride near the wire 
and just had enough left to hold back the 
onrushing Major Highway to get the nod. 
He earned $25,200 for his efforts. 

Holman, a well-known Pennsylvania 
owner and breeder, passed away Feb. 7 
at 76. She bred and raced many horses in 
partnership with Maui Meadow Farm in 
West Chester, including Red Hot Iron, the 
top older mare in Pennsylvania in 1997, 
and owned Hi-Bid Farm in Malvern. 

Burnt Toast is owned by Holman’s hus¬ 
band, Joe, and was trained by Guadalupe 
Preciado, who also conditioned Red Hot 
Iron. The victory was his second from 
seven starts, and he’s earned $52,970. 

His older half-sister, 4-year-old Darn 
That Raven (by Dance With Ravens), 
found the winner’s circle nine days later at 
Parx, capturing a $63,630 allowance. Also 
bred by Holman and trained by Preciado, 
Darn That Raven was making her first 
start in more than a year, and boosted her 
record to three wins from five starts, for 
earnings of $112,570. Burnt Toast and 
Darn That Raven are out of the Wild 
Event mare Darn Wild. 


I For the first time in many years, 
Preciado found himself atop the Parx 
trainers’ standings at the conclusion of 
live racing on March 26. The last time he 
captured the track’s training crown was in 
1997, when he recorded 81 victories. He 
also was leading trainer in 1994 and 1996. 

The native of Jalisco, Mexico, came 
to the United States in 1974, and is one 
of eight brothers, all of whom became 
involved in the horse business. Preciado’s 
brother, Ramon, is also among the track’s 
leading trainers, and was fourth through 
March 26. 

Guadalupe Preciado worked for trainer 
Bowes Bond at Monmouth Park prior 
to securing a trainer’s license. Among 
Preciado’s top horses over the years are 
Mr. Nasty, Above the Light, Wind Drinker 
and Joker. 

Preciado was hitting at a 30 percent rate 
through late March, saddling 24 winners 
from 81 starters, and maintained a 64 per¬ 
cent in-the-money rate. ^

Doctor Danger comes 
through for small-time 
breeder Zagnit

W hen Doctor Danger broke his 
maiden by 10 lengths the night of 
March 10, he represented the first 
winner bred by Lauren Zagnit, and is a 
good example of how even the smallest of 
breeders can sometimes find success. 

Zagnit, a native of Erie, Pa., was no 
stranger to the industry when she decided 
to send the Signal Tap mare Dangerous 
Liaison to graded stakes winner Ecclesiastic 
in 2008. 

She and her husband, Bruce, a chart- 
caller and columnist for Daily Racing Form 
and Equibase , traveled the country to dif¬ 
ferent racetracks, where she often trained 
a horse or two. The couple—who met at 
the now-defunct Commodore Downs in 
Erie—spent more than 20 years in New 
England before settling down at Penn 
National. 

Lauren Zagnit then began working 
for Tom Reigle’s Reigle Heir Farms in 
Grantville, just a few miles from the race¬ 
track. She stayed as the manager when 
the farm was sold in 2006, and in 2008 
acquired Dangerous Liaison. 

“Her owner, a boarder at the farm, gave 
me the mare when she moved to Greece,” 
said Zagnit. “I really liked Ecclesiastic, as 
I thought he had everything you’d want 
in a sire. He had the pedigree [by Pulpit 
out of Starry Dreamer, by Rubiano, and 
a half-brother to War Front], and the per¬ 
formance on the racetrack [a graded stakes 
winner on dirt and turf].” 

Zagnit hoped for a filly when Dangerous 
Liaison foaled in 2009, but got Doctor 
Danger, a “tough customer” from the time 
he was born, and sold him after he was 
weaned to trainer Clovis Crane and DASL 
Stable. 

“He was a very good-looking individual 
as a foal, and he really stood out as a baby,” 
she recalled. “And he’s still eye-catching 
even today.” 


Doctor Danger has changed hands 
since making his debut at Penn National 
last November, and is now trained by 
Hugh McMahon and owned by Danny 
Limongelli. Most importandy for Zagnit, 
the 3-year-old hit the board in four of 
his six starts, earning substantial breed¬ 
er awards from the Pennsylvania Horse 
Breeders Association. Dangerous Liaison, 
however, is no longer a broodmare, having 
successfully made the transition to a riding 
horse. 

Zagnit has one horse in training at Penn 
National, the Mazel Trick mare Powerful 
Presence, who is owned and was bred by 
her mother, Marianna Zambroski. 

TRAINER SIMON SETTLING IN 
TO MID-ATLANTIC BASE 

Sweetjudyblue Eyes recorded the first 
victory of her career when she captured a 
maiden special weight the night of March 
14 by 472 lengths over favored stablemate 
Cascade’s Comet. 

Under Kristina McManigell, the 4-year- 
old gray daughter of Two Punch broke 
sharply and headed straight for the lead. 
Racing just off the rail, she was never seri¬ 
ously threatened, widening her advantage 
with every pole. 

The 1 -mile and 70-yard race was the first 
start around two turns for Sweetjudyblue 
Eyes, who began her career in May 2011 at 
Presque Isle Downs, sprinting on the syn¬ 
thetic surface. Her current trainer, Chuck 
Simon, took over from Randall Russell late 
last year, and she is based at Westhampton 
Farm in Mt. Holly, N.J., where Simon 
maintains one of his strings. 

Sweetjudyblue Eyes is owned and was 
bred in Pennsylvania by Larry Ensor’s 
Gum Tree Stables LLC and Thomas Clark 
Bloodstock. The half-sister to Jockey 
Ridge, a graded stakes-placed earner of 
$107,717, was an RNA at the 2009 Fasig- 


Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall yearling sale, 
and has now earned $49,325. 

“Her pedigree [out of a Dayjur mare] 
said she was a 6 to 6 Vi -furlong horse, but 
the first thing that Larry [Ensor] said to 
me when I got her is that she wanted to go 
long,” said Simon. “I entered her all over 
and couldn’t get two-turn races to go, but 
finally we were able to run in this spot.” 

Simon thought Sweetjudyblue Eyes 
would perform well, but she exceeded 
what he had envisioned. 

“I thought I’d run one-two, but the 
other way,” he said, referring to Cascade’s 
Comet. “Kristina [McManigell] did a 
good job at getting her settled, and as 
soon as she was clear, she kept drawing 
away. Toward the end, I was looking for 
Cascade’s Comet, who had been shuffled 
back.” 

Simon said that Sweetjudyblue Eyes 
thrives at Westhampton Farm, where the 
atmosphere is much quieter than that of 
the racetrack, and where he can spend time 
with her and turn her out. 

Formerly based in Kentucky before 
sending an initial contingent to Pennsyl¬ 
vania, Simon will also send young horses 
to Monmouth Park in 2012. 

“Monmouth is within an hour drive of 
our home base at Westhampton, which 
makes it convenient as well,” he said. 
“We will also be keeping our barn at Parx 
Racing, and between the two racetracks 
and training center, we should be able to 
meet the training needs of all our horses.” 

Simon’s success at Penn National 
continued March 22 when he saddled 
Normandruth, whom he co-owns with 
Crown Racing LLC and Ashley Sooknanan, 
to a 5-length allowance score at 1 Vie miles. 
The 6-year-old son of Came Home was 
ridden by Ricardo Montanez. 

Simon, who grew up near Saratoga 
Springs, N.Y., and worked for trainers D. 
Wayne Lukas, Nick Zito and Allen Jerkens, 
has trained many good horses in his career, 
including graded stakes winner Battle Won, 
who earned more than $800,000 in six sea¬ 
sons of racing.

Rogue Romance:

Contender 

ROGUE ROMANCE, the most accomplished 
juvenile runner for SMARTY JONES when 
he captured the Gr. 3 Bourbon S. and was 
third in the Gr. 1 Breeders' Cup Juvenile S. in 
2010, returned after more than a year off to 
dazzle in a one-mile allowance at 
Gulfstream Park on March 31. 

The chestnut 4-year-old, who was last seen 
when third in the Risen Star S.-G2 at Fair 
Grounds in February 2011, stalked the pace, 
gained the lead at the eighth pole, and 
drew off to win by three lengths over a field 
that included graded winners Gourmet 
Dinnerand Watch Me Go. 

A promising Triple Crown contender a year 
ago, the Catesby W. Clay-owned, Ken 
McPeek-trained colt broke a wing bone in 
his foot while galloping in preparation for 
the Louisiana Derby. The fracture took six 
months to heal, said McPeek, who added 
ROGUE ROMANCE'S next expected start 
was to be Keeneland's Gr. 3 Ben Ali H. (at a 
mile and an eighth) in late April. 

The Kentucky-bred ROGUE ROMANCE (out 
of Lovington, by Afleet) has three wins 
(at Saratoga, Keeneland and Gulfstream 
Park) in six lifetime starts, was third twice, 
and has amassed $358,185. He is one of 
SMARTY JONES'S six graded winners in the 
champion's first four crops.

LARNED continues to grow and mature, and in 
quick succession, the son of E DUBAI got his 
second career stakes victory, and first in 
graded company, in Gulfstream Park's 
$100,000 Skip Away Stakes-G3 on March 31. In 
the process, he shattered the one and three- 
sixteenths-mile track record, going the 
distance in 1:53.92. The previous mark of 
1:54.74 was set by Eddington in 2005 (and a 
few weeks later, Eddington returned to 
capture the Gr.

Stables LLC in Pennsylvania include Dapper Devil at Penn 
National on March 8, and Doctor Dinero at Parx Racing on 
March 17. 

Ben Mondello’s Dapper Devil, a 6-year-old son of Crafty C. 
T., captured a 6-furlong allowance by 3 lengths. It was the seventh 
lifetime victory for the gelding, who was claimed from his breeder 
in December 2011 for $16,000. The Scott Lake-trainee upped his 
earnings to $273,534 from 41 starts. 

Doctor Dinero, a 4-year-old son of Love of Money, broke his 
maiden in a last-to-first sweep, winning by VA lengths over 10 
rivals for owner Waldorf Racing Stables LLC and trainer Butch 
Reid, who claimed him for $12,500 last October. 

Manfredi’s passion for Thoroughbred racing hasn’t faded since 
the final credits rolled for the one-season American Dream Derby. 

“After the show, I decided to get involved in breeding, 
especially since by that time slots had been legalized,” said 
Manfredi. She purchased a farm in partnership with her brother, 
Rocco Manfredi, in Kennett Square, Pa., near the University 
of Pennsylvania’s New Bolton Center, and christened it Ascoli 
Piceno, the name of a province in Italy which her maternal grand¬ 
father, Romano Vallorani, called home prior to his immigration to 
America in the early 1900s. 

Beyond her success as a breeder, Manfredi’s professional 
career has also been extremely successful. 

She is a licensed psychologist and director of her own market 
research and consulting firm, Manfredi Consulting, specializing 
in the pharmaceutical, biotechnology and medical devices indus¬ 
tries. She holds a Ph.D. in Cognitive Science from Princeton

RACEHORSE TURNED EVENTER 
‘SHIRAZ’ IMPROVED WITH TIME 


by Alex Brown 


S hiraz is a world-class event horse and 
one of the contenders at England’s 
Badminton Horse Trials this month. 
Eventing enthusiasts speak of him as a ris¬ 
ing star. Bold and Burley was a slow race¬ 
horse at Penn National who mustered two 
wins and about $10,000 from a 14-start 
career that ended in 2003. Racing fans have 
never heard of him. 

But they’re the same horse. 

Based with Colleen Rutledge in Mt. Airy, 
Md., the Florida-bred son of Gallapiat 
competed at Burghley, another top-level 
English competition, in 2011, and also 
placed 12th in last year’s Rolex Kentucky 
(this country’s only four-star event). Simply 
put, Shiraz absolutely loves his new job, 
and especially the foreboding cross-coun¬ 
try courses that challenge the very best. He 
opened 2012 with a win at the intermediate 
level and a ninth in advanced competition, 
both in February. 

When Rudedge ventures out on to 
the cross-country courses at these events, 
she feels Shiraz’s swagger, his glee, as he 
realizes the task at hand. The skill didn’t 
come easily, but took four years of train¬ 
ing and stepping through the ranks of 
eventing, which includes the very different 
disciplines of dressage, cross-country and 
show jumping. Each takes a unique abil¬ 
ity. Shiraz, summoning his best racehorse 
attitude, thrives at cross-country. Dressage 
is still a weakness, but he’s getting there. 

“He loves cross-country and it’s a feel¬ 
ing of glee (to ride him),” Rutledge said. 
“The other disciplines, he’s getting it. It’s 
like doing math problems. He’s a freak of 
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Shiraz and Colieen Rutledge jumped around the 
tough cross-country course last year at Rolex 
Kentucky, the only four-star event in the U.S. 






nature when it comes to his jumping. He’s 
technically sound, very athletic, it’s effort¬ 
less for him. He’s brought me to the upper 
tier of this sport.” 

All this happened because somebody 
saw something in Bold and Burley all those 
years ago at Penn National. They had to 
look hard. He didn’t start until October of 
his 3-year-old season in 2001, and showed 
some promise with an upset maiden special 
weight win going a mile in his second start. 
Four consecutive losses sent him to the 
$5,000 claiming ranks and he won going 
6 furlongs at nearly 50-1 for owners Lee 
Ann Webb and Bill Yeagley and trainer 
Sam Webb. That would be his last moment 
of racetrack glory. Seven more losses piled 
up and he was through in March 2003-a 
$4,000 claimer in which he broke slowly 
and never moved beyond ninth place while 
losing by about 15 lengths. 

Sam Webb liked something about the 
horse though, and convinced Brooks Von- 
Nieda to take a chance on Bold and Burley 
as a show hunter prospect. 

VonNieda often shops at Penn National 
when looking for Thoroughbreds to trans¬ 
fer to second careers. She spent $3,500 


on this one, renamed him Shiraz because 
of his deep chestnut color-and went to 
work. She remembered a beautiful mover, 
and taught him well enough to sell him on 
as a show hunter. That career eventually 
fizzled and he next moved to eventing as 
a mount for a young rider. A friend of 
Rutledge’s saw him first and talked of “an 
amazing horse.” It would be another two 
years before Rutledge saw Shiraz, however. 
He was for sale again. 

Pregnant with her third child, Rutledge 
could only watch. She saw a horse who did 
not listen well and was heavy on his fore¬ 
hand—but boy could he jump. 

“He could step over a 4-foot square 
oxer,” Rutledge said. “He was so athletic 
with his front end, Inis knees, extravagant. 
He had the entire package, even though he 
was a bit nutty at times. He had no direc¬ 
tion when I first got him. It was all about 
what he wanted to do, not about listening 
to the rider.” 

Rutledge and Shiraz competed together 
for the first time in 2008, and by the end 
of the year had placed second at the 
intermediate level. By 2009, he was going 
advanced. By 2010, he was a regular at the 


top level. Last year, he blossomed into a 
star and earned Rutledge the Maryland 
Horse Industry Board’s second Touch of 
Class Award. 

Not bad for a horse who took a circu¬ 
itous route to find his calling. He was a slow 
racehorse and not a great show hunting 
prospect. But as an eventer, he found his 
skill set and finally lived up to his name— 
cross-country is for the truly bold. Ufa

ROSTER AT BIRCH CREEK IN N.J. 


M arch to Victory, a son of longtime 
successful sire Dixieland Band, has 
joined the roster at Birch Creek 
Farm in Cream Ridge, N.J. Owned by Law 
Legacy Stables LLC, 8-year-old March to 
Victory is standing his first season for 
$2,500 live foal. 

Sold twice at Keeneland- as a weanling 
for $130,000 and a yearling for $300,000- 
March to Victory went on to earn 
$199,993, with a record of 5-3-4 from 23 
career starts. 


A winner at 2 at Belmont Park in his 
first start, a maiden special weight at a mile 
on the turf, he won a EA-mile allowance 
over the Belmont turf course at 4 and took 
two grass allowances (both at distances 
greater than a mile) at Gulfstream Park at 5. 

In back-to-back starts during the sum¬ 
mer of 2010, March to Victory finished 
third behind winner Encaustic in the 
Golden Bear Stakes at Indiana Downs 
and third (behind Vanquisher and Target 
Sighted) in Colonial Downs' Kitten's Joy 


Stakes. That spring he was a close fourth in 
the competitive Miami Mile Handicap-G3 
at Calder. 

March to Victory is out of Frayne, a 
full-sister to graded stakes winner Wander¬ 
ing Star, the dam of French group winner 
Naval Officer. 

Frayne is closely related to top sire Silver 
Hawk, a son of Roberto. By Red Ran¬ 
som (by Roberto), Frayne is out of Silver 
Hawk's half-sister, Beautiful Bedouin. 
Silver Hawk, a group winner who placed 
in the Irish Sweeps Derby-Gl and Epsom 
Derby-Gl, sired 71 stakes winners, includ¬ 
ing such champions as Benny the Dip, 
Grass Wonder and Mutafaweq. 

Hopeful Stakes-Gl winner Papal Power 
is also found in March to Victory's family. 


REVIVAL SONG WINNER 
HITS RIGHT NOTE AT PENN 


F our-year-old filly Jornada, from the 
first crop of Woodvale Farm stallion 
Revival Song, battled throughout a 
6-furlong maiden race at Penn National on 
March 15 to secure victory by a neck. The 
favorite, making her second start of 2012 
after a lengthy layoff, was sent out by trainer 
Roger Nietert for owner Manuel Morales. 

Charles and Luisita Cuprill bred the 
dark bay filly, as well as her dam, Balanza, 
and dam sire, Lord At Law. Longtime 
Pennsylvania breeders, the Cuprills stand 
Revival Song at their Lewisville farm — 
which was also home to Lord At Law and 
his sire, the stakes-winning Lord Carlos. 

Revival Song, a son of Unbridled's 
Song, entered stud in 2007. An $800,000 
Keeneland sales yearling, the gray didn't get 
to the races until age 5, when he broke his 
maiden in his debut, a 6 1 /2-furlong maiden 
special weight at Turfway Park. He hit the 
board in three of his five starts, all in allow¬ 
ance company, earning $26,300. 

Out of the Cox's Ridge mare Salty Gal, 
Revival Song is a half-brother to Donn 
Handicap-Gl winner and $694,531-earner 
Mongoose, and Hesanoldsalt, an earner of 
$514,938 who won the Grade 3 Fred W 
Hooper Handicap and placed in six stakes, 
four graded, including a second in the 
Grade 1 Donn. 

Revival Song's second dam, Salt Spring 
(Arg), was a Group 1 winner in her native 
country. Shipped to the U.S., she won 


or placed in 11 stakes, 10 graded. Her 
wins included the Grade 3 Yerba Buena 
Handicap; counted among her stakes plac- 
ings were four Grade 1 races —the Vanity 
Invitational (twice), Santa Barbara and 
Ramona Handicaps. 

Salt Spring produced graded stakes- 
placed Salt Ridge, a full brother to Salty 


Gal, as well as stakes-placed Chipeta 
Springs (by Alydar). Chipeta Springs is the 
dam of three-time Eclipse Award-winning 
Gio Ponti, the earner of $6,169,800 who 
won seven Grade 1 races during his two 
turf championship campaigns, including 
the Arlington Million and back-to-back 
runnings of the Man O' War Stakes and 
Shadwell Turf Mile. 

Revival Song is the sire of five named 
foals in his first crop and 14 in his second. 
In his current crop of 4-year-olds, both his 
other starters have placed. The 11-year-old 
stallion stands for $500 live foal.

FIRST WINNER GREEK DANCER 
SHINES FOR SIRE GREEK SUN 


M arathon Farm’s multiple graded 
stakes winner Greek Sun got his 
first winner in his first crop with 
Greek Dancer’s rousing victory on March 
24 at Laurel Park. 

Racing in the name of his trainer, Lacey 
Gaudet, the gray 3-year-old gelding was 
steadied in close quarters near the half-mile 
pole, found room to run, then eagerly drew 
off to win the 1-mile maiden test by IOV 2 
lengths. 

Out of Capote’s daughter Capote’s 
Niner, Greek Dancer was bred by Peter 
Angelos’ Marathon Farms Inc. Angelos 
stands Greek Sun, an 11-year-old son of 
Danzig and the stakes-winning Trempolino 


mare Sunlit Silence, at his Sparks farm in 
Maryland for $1,500 live foal. 

Greek Sun has four additional placed 
runners from his seven starters to date. 

Campaigned for Angelos after being 
purchased for $425,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Florida February 2-year-olds in training 
sale, Greek Sun was an undefeated stakes 
winner at 2 when he captured the 1-mile 
Hill Rise Stakes over Santa Anita’s turf 
course by 4 lengths. He broke his maiden 
at tVie miles on the turf at Hollywood Park. 

Greek Sun ranked as one of the top 
3-year-old turf performers the next year by 
scoring in the Grade 2 Oak Tree Derby at 
Santa Anita, and Hollywood Park’s Cinema 


Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G3 in four starts. 
He also finished second to that year’s 
champion turf horse Kitten’s Joy in the 
Grade 1 Secretariat Stakes at Arlington 
Park. 

In his first six starts, Greek Sun fin¬ 
ished first four times and second once. He 
retired with earnings of $343,097 from 
eight lifetime starts. 

Greek Sun is from the family of Grade 
1 winner Mea Domina ($744,628, Gamely 
Breeders’ Cup H-Gl, etc.); his dam is a 
half-sister to graded stakes winner and 
Grade 1 -placed Madame Pandit ($393,460, 
Monrovia H-G3, etc.) and Aegon Turf 
Sprint Stakes-G3 winner Fiscally Speaking. 

He traces back direcdy to General 
Store, dam of world record-setter Double 
Discount and three additional stakes 
horses. The stellar broodmare can be 
found in the female family of champi¬ 
ons Gladiatorus, Haafhd, Mutakarrim, A1 
Bahathri, Almaty and Hasbah (Ire). 


FIRST FOR FEAR THE CAPE 
STEPS OUT AT CHARLES TOWN 


C ape’s Courage, a 3-year-old West 
Virginia-bred filly by Fear the Cape, 
became her sire’s first official winner 
when drawing off to a 4-length score on 
March 15 at Charles Town. Sent off at 2-5, 
the Barbara Houck homebred took the 
lead heading into the first turn in the 
6 1 / / 2-furlong maiden claimer and never 
relinquished it. Risked for a tag for the first 
time in her four-start career, the Donald 
Barr trainee was haltered by owner/trainer 
Ernest Haynes for $10,000. 

Houck bred Cape’s Courage out of 
Ascot Sparkle, an earner of $132,336 by 
Ascot Knight. The filly is one of three 
starters from 15 foals in Fear the Cape’s 
first two crops. Fear the Cape is also the 
sire of the placed runner Fear the Facelift, 
another 3-year-old filly bred by Houck. 
Fear the Facelift crossed the wire first in 
her career debut in January at Penn 
National, but was disqualified. In her next 
start, the gray Pennsylvania-bred finished 
third in a maiden special weight at Parx in 
February. 

Fear the Cape, an 11-year-old son of 
Cape Town, entered stud at Joe and Kate 
Painter’s Blue Spruce Farm in Kearneysville, 


W.Va., in 2007. Stakes-placed when sec¬ 
ond in the Delaware Certified Stakes at 
Delaware Park in 2005, Fear the Cape won 
three races and finished second or third 
in seven others from 20 starts during his 
career while amassing $131,373. 

One of six stakes horses produced by 
the Ruritania mare Loose Wire, Fear the 
Cape is a half-brother to Poker Stakes-G3 
winner Scottish Monk, a winner of 28 
races and $688,701; Wire Me Collect, who 
earned $626,452 and won eight stakes; 
Clever Electrician, a $470,640 earner and 
track record setter at Belmont Park (JV 2 
furlongs in 1:28.66) who won three stakes 
and placed third in the Grade 1 Frank J. 


A 
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De Francis Memorial Dash; and Electric 
Shock, a stakes winner at 2 and stakes 
producer. 

Another of Fear the Cape’s half-sisters 
is the dam of millionaire Taste of Paradise, 
winner of the Vosburgh Stakes-Gl and 
two other graded races and runner-up in 
the 2005 Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl. The 
family also includes Grade 1 sprinters Bob 
Black Jack, who set a world record for 6 
furlongs at Santa Anita (1:06.53) in 2008, 
and Joey Franco. 

Fear the Cape’s second dam, Miss 
Nanith (by Victoria Park) is a half-sister 
to Canadian champion 3-year-old filly 
and influential broodmare Square Angel. 
Among those to descend from that line 
are champions Fantastic Light, Swain (Ire), 
Golden Attraction, Key to the Moon, 
Desert Lord and Kamar.

GATORS N BEARS 
DEAD AT AGE 12 


M ultiple graded stakes-winning 
sprinter Gators N Bears died while 
covering his first mare of the sea¬ 
son at Shamrock Farms in Woodbine, Md., 
on March 17. The syndicated 12-year-old 
son of Stormy Atlantic apparently suffered 
from a heart attack or an aneurysm, noted 
farm manager Jim Steele. 

Steele had been with Gators N Bears 
from the stallion's first breeding season, 
when the handsome big-bodied bay was 
retired to Maryland Stallion Station in 
Glyndon in 2006. He covered 71 mares 
that first year. “He was a good horse," said 
Steele. 

The stallion's sudden death “was very 
unexpected," added Steele. “Everybody 
was in shock. There was never an indica¬ 
tion that there was anything wrong with 
him." Gators N Bears had been booked to 
about a dozen mares this season. 


In his first three crops to race, with 
oldest runners now 5, Gators N Bears 
has sired stakes winners Action Andy 
and Gator Bay, and stakes-placed Gators 
Choice and Alongcamethedevil. 

Action Andy, Gators N Bears' leading 
earner with $206,870, was a stakes winner 
at 4, and captured his first three starts this 
year at 5, including back-to-back added- 
money races (the Pelican and Super Stakes) 
at Tampa Bay Downs. In an allowance on 
March 10 at Tampa Bay, Action Andy set 
a track record of 1:15.47 for 6 V 2 furlongs. 

One of the best sprinters in the nation 
in the early 2000s, Gators N Bears was 
bred in New Jersey by Robert W. Camac 
and purchased privately from the late train¬ 
er's estate early in 2002 by Leo Nechamkin, 
who both owned and trained the colt. 
Gators N Bears went on to win 10 of 32 
starts over the next four seasons, and was 


twice named New Jersey-bred Horse of 
the Year. 

Gators N Bears captured the Jersey 
Shore Breeders' Cup-G3 and two other 
stakes at 3, each at 6 furlongs in a time of 
1:09 and change or less. His six stakes- 
placings for the season included the Grade 
1 Frank J. De Francis Memorial Dash while 
facing older runners. He won or placed in 
12 of 13 starts his sophomore year. 

Gators N Bears' 4-year-old season was 
even more lucrative, garnering $357,910 
of his career total $804,393. Competing 
exclusively in stakes, he was third or bet¬ 
ter in six of his eight starts. His three 
wins included the Maryland Breeders' Cup 
Handicap-G3, and graded placings came 
in two Grade 2 handicaps - the Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt at Saratoga and General George 
at Laurel-as well as a second in the Grade 
3 Toboggan Handicap at Aqueduct. 

A half-brother to $116,446-earner and 
multiple stakes-placed Dressed for Succes, 
Gators N Bears was out of I'll Be Along 
(by Notebook), a half-sister to millionaire 
Friendly Lover, a classy sprinter who won 
22 races during his career, including 12 
stakes (six graded).

In short, the Maryland 
Bred Fund rewards owners, 
breeders and stallion owners 
for racing success in the state. 

Created by the General As¬ 
sembly in 1962, the Maryland 
Bred Fund is the oldest state- 
bred fund in the country. Cur¬ 
rently, it pays winning owners 
a 17.5 percent bonus on top 
of the purse for victories in 
maiden, allowance and claim¬ 
ing races of $20,000 or more. 
Breeders get the same payout, 
but for a win in any race at a 
Maryland track, or for finish¬ 
ing second, third or fourth in 
stakes races. 

Specifically, a victory in a 
$41,000 allowance/optional 
claiming race at Laurel or 
Pimlico can mean $4,000 ad¬ 
ditional to an owner or $8,000 
additional to an owner/ 
breeder-if the winner is a 
Maryland-bred. 

Of course we think you 
are already a winner if you 
own a Maryland-bred, but 
now you can see-in print-the 
approximate amount of the 
bonus that you will receive 
when you enter. It has been 
added in black and white in 
the condition book. So with a 
quick glance, as an owner or 
breeder you can determine the 
amount of the check you will 
be getting from the Maryland 
Bred Fund.

second off the previous mark. 

Facing six others as the 
even-money favorite in the 
sixth race, a handicap in 
which he was assigned top 
weight of 121 pounds. Action 
Andy gave backers a scare 
when the field headed into 
the far turn. Stalking the early 
pace (:22.90, :45.02, 1:08.98), 
the son of Gators N Bears be¬ 
gan to drift back as the lead¬ 
ers rounded the turn. Moving 
through along the rail. Action 
Andy, with Daniel Coa up, 
rallied down the stretch and 
drove past pacesetting Tom¬ 
my's Memory late, winning 
by a length and a half.

Jay Williamson: 
A passion for 
collecting

It all started 38 years ago 
with a stop at the post office. 
There, Jay Williamson, an 
avid horseman and longtime 
employee at the Maryland 
Jockey Club tracks, spotted 
a mounted poster of a multi¬ 
colored profile of a horse mid¬ 
stride. The poster announced 
the release of a newly penned 
stamp to commemorate the 
100th running of the Kentucky 
Derby on May 4, 1974. Wil¬ 
liamson convinced the em¬ 
ployees at the post office to 
give him the poster, and so be¬ 
gan his passion for collecting. 

Today, Williamson has 
amassed a collection of horse 
memorabilia that covers near¬ 
ly every inch of his three-story 
Reisterstown home. The col¬ 
lection represents his love of 
horses and his own personal 
history in racing. Relics range 
from posters to magazine and 
program covers, to games, 
souvenirs, figurines and tro¬ 
phies. When asked to define 
the collection, he points to the 
horses and emphasizes, "it's 
all history." 

Indeed, Williamson's col¬ 
lection reflects his own his¬ 
tory as well as the history of 
North American racing. To 
highlight this, he saved his 
first saddle and the accompa¬ 
nying program from his first 
pony race, at the 1948 Balti¬ 
more County Humane Society 
Pony Show. Flipping through 
the worn pages, names from 
today's racing circuit surface: 
Clinton Pitts, Frank Bonsai Jr., 
Irv Naylor, and Jay and Ben 
Griswold. Like the 5-year-old 
Williamson and his mount. 
Beauty, the names signify the 
inception of many notable rac¬ 
ing careers. 


Williamson has devoted 
much of his life to horses. He 
began working at Charles 
Town in the 1950s, "when the 
starting gate was still pulled 
by horses." His career has 
continued ever since, with 
only a brief hiatus at the Sol 
Levinson Funeral Home, and 
these days you can find him at 
Laurel and Pimlico. 

Williamson is less com¬ 
fortable talking about him¬ 
self than his memorabilia. He 
searches local auctions and 
flea markets for anything 
horse related. Auctioneers 
Rick Opfer, Steve Dance and 
Frank Russo provide some 
of the best finds. One shelf in 
his basement houses a col¬ 
lection of silver racing cups 
Williamson procured from 
Russo. When asked why he 
chose them, he reasons, if he 
did not, someone else would 
have and they would have 
undoubtedly been lost. Con¬ 
sistent with most of his collec¬ 
tion, Williamson's goal seems 
to be one of preservation and 
posterity. 

He has unearthed pro¬ 
grams, posters and other sou¬ 
venirs at auctions - painstak¬ 
ingly framing and displaying 
them. He especially loves 
advertisements for Woodbine 
Racetrack in Canada, clever 
images of trotters chasing a 
money truck or a jockey using 
a Labatt's box as a mounting 
block. 

Amidst these images are 
those of his career at the race¬ 
track. One such depicts Wil¬ 
liamson among the jockeys, 
valets, and trainers at the clos¬ 
ing day at Bowie. Juxtaposed 
with this image is a framed 
Mid-Week Pictorial of Bowie

from November 29, 1923, he 
discovered nestled between 
newspapers at a local auction 
house. 

Williamson is generous 
with his collection, offering 
vintage posters to the of¬ 
fices at Pimlico during Preak- 
ness Week. Asked if there is 
any artifact for which he still 
searches, he shrugs, "There is 
nothing I don't have or wish 
I did." Instead, he continues 
his tour, mentioning recent 
additions like a 1902 double¬ 
sided poster of an ad from the 
Chicago Clipper depicting 



"Stewart's Patent Cut Gear 
Machine," an innovation un¬ 
veiled at the turn of the centu¬ 
ry. Williamson purchased the 
ad for $100 at a recent auction 
at Alex Cooper Auctioneers. 
He displays it prominently on 
an easel in his living room. 

He marvels at the discov¬ 
eries he makes each day with¬ 
in his own house. Sounding 
like a man who spends plenty 
of time at auctions and flea 
markets, Williamson reasons 
"You've always got to look. 
There is always something 
out there." ^

fillies and mares. Second- 
choice Baltimore Belle ral¬ 
lied for second while never 
threatening the winner, with 
Music Please finishing third, 
followed by Heaven's Voice, 
Terra Rolla, Sound It Out, Lily 
Quatorze, Access to Charlie, 
Art of the Hunt and Over¬ 
night Fling. 

"I was very impressed," 
Castellano said. "I was wait¬ 
ing for the other horses to 
come, especially around the 
turn. I was wondering 'where 
is everybody' but she kept go¬ 
ing. When I got to the quar¬ 
ter pole I asked her to go and 
again there was nobody com¬ 
ing." 

"I didn't think she would 
run that big," added Wolfen¬ 
dale. "I was waiting for her to 
start backing up but she kept 
going. It is a pleasure to train a 
horse as talented as that. Good 
horses make good trainers." 

"She is a great big filly with 
a big stride," said Castellano. 
"I had a lot of confidence com¬ 
ing into the race. It was a very 
impressive performance." 

"She didn't break well, 
which has been a problem, 
but since nobody sent she had 



enough speed to get out front 
and off the rail," Wolfendale 
added. 

Bold Affair is now five for 
nine lifetime and has finished 
off the board just once while 
earning $257,880. Last year, 
she scored in the $200,000 
Jostle Stakes at Parx Racing 
and was third in Monmouth 
Park's Dearly Precious and 
Pimlico's Miss Preakness 
Stakes. 

The chestnut daughter 
of Two Punch is out of the 
stakes-winning Colonial Af¬ 
fair mare Hunka Hunka Lori 
Z. Purchased by Reed out of 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale in 
1999 for $7,000, Hunka Hunka 
Lori Z campaigned for Reed 
and Zanella throughout her 
career, in which she made 34 
starts, won seven races and 
earned $266,533. Among her 
victories were the Caesar's 
Wish Stakes at Pimlico and 
Stefanita Stakes at Laurel 
Park. 

Bold Affair is Hunka Hun¬ 
ka Lori Z's third winner from 
three foals-her full sister, Lori 
Z's Punch, also campaigns for 
the breeders and has earned 
$166,325. Hunka Hunka Lori 
Z has not had a live foal since 
producing Bold Affair and 
did not conceive the past two 
breeding seasons.

L ive racing will return to Monmouth Park 
on Saturday, May 12. With a lease from 
the New Jersey Sports and Exposition 
Authority (NJSEA) to the New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association (NJTHA) expected in early 
May, the latter will take the operational helm at 
the historic racetrack for this year’s 67th season of 
racing. 

The 2012 calendar will feature 65 days at 
Monmouth Park and 10 all-turf days at the 
Meadowlands in East Rutherford. The Monmouth 
calendar closely mirrors the 2010 and 2011 
schedules, with one notable change: four twilight 
cards on Thursdays in August, with a first post of 
4 p.m. 

"We’re taking what we know worked in the past 
and coupling it with some new and innovative ideas,” 
said John Forbes, president of the NJTHA. "It will 
no longer be business as usual at Monmouth Park. 
We will not shy from new ideas and events that we 
hope prove popular with fans and horsemen alike. 
Our 2012 schedule is the first step in ensuring 
Monmouth Park’s prominence within the racing 
industry as we strive to enhance our simulcast 
appeal, develop a more fan-friendly atmosphere and 


provide all patrons with world-class Thoroughbred 
racing.” 

Dennis Drazin and Bob Kulina, executives with 
Monmouth Park’s new management company, Elite 
Consulting LLC, expressed optimism for the future 
of New Jersey racing. 

"We’re excited that the horsemen will control 
their own destiny and look forward to working 
with them to build a long-term, sustainable racing 
industry in the Garden State,” the pair said. 

Monmouth will race on Saturdays and Sundays 
for the first three weeks, after which Fridays will 
be added to the schedule beginning on June 1 and 
continuing through the first week in September. 
The Saturday and Sunday schedule will return the 
weekend of Sept. 8 and continue through Oct. 7. 
Three holiday cards will also be offered: Memorial 
Day, Monday, May 28; Wednesday, July 4; and Labor 
Day, Monday, Sept. 3. 

Thoroughbred racing at the Meadowlands gets 
underway May 4 and 5. Following Monmouth’s last 
live card on Sunday, Oct. 7, Thoroughbreds will 
head back to the Big M for racing on Fridays and 
Saturdays from Oct. 12 through Nov. 3.

Monmouth Park and Parx Racing 
discuss shared circuit 


T he new management team at Monmouth 
Park is reaching out to racing officials in 
Pennsylvania to develop a shared racing 
circuit, as the horse industry attempts to flex to 
political pressures in both jurisdictions. 

The proposal would result in a schedule with a 
minimum of overlapping dates for Monmouth Park 
and Parx Racing, in southern Bucks County. 

A shared circuit will help stretch purse funds in 
both states, explained Monmouth Park’s Dennis 


Drazin. "We’re trying to develop a long-term plan 
to have a good product and increase our strength,” 
said Drazin. "We’re going to be continuing talks with 
Pennsylvania about maybe cooperating in a circuit so 
that they would close against us in July and August, 
and perhaps we would close against them in the fall.” 

Some employees might find themselves working 
at both tracks, said Drazin, reasoning that to "share 
your horse colonies and your different departments, 
the region can become strong.”

M uch has been written about the amaz¬ 
ing Whistle Pig over the last few 
months.The dark bay gelding by former Penn¬ 
sylvania stallion Patton out ofYannis Girl, 
bred by Elizabeth R. Houghton, was retired 
in February after one of the greatest PA-bred 
careers ever. Andy Carter, his trainer and a co¬ 
owner, decided retirement was in order for 
the big bay who dominated Parx, Penn Na¬ 
tional and Presque Isle Downs for five years. 

Whistle Pig seemed to fit the bill for Cart¬ 
er, who modestly says he was “simply looking 
for another PA-bred for his string,” when tak¬ 
ing the 3-year-old for $10,000 in May 2007. 

Whistle Pig went on to win 17 races from 
62 starts for $999,497 in earnings.While most 
people would be forever disheartened to lose 
a horse for $10,000 that went on to make al¬ 
most $1 million, there is a silver lining-Whis¬ 
tle Pig earned over $288,000 in Breeder 
Awards for Houghton. And if that wasn’t 
enough, as a PA-sired horse, Patton s owners 
received over $96,000 in Stallion Awards. 



Taking into account breeder and stallion 
awards,Whistle Pig returned over $1.3 million 
to his connections. Not a bad return for a 
horse affectionately referred to as “The Pig”! 

Kudos to Carter and HACK Stable for 
managing a great horse, and kudos to the 
Houghton family for welcoming their old 
friend home to Sylmar Farm to enjoy a well- 
deserved retirement.

VA-bred champions for 2011 


F or the 2011 racing season the 
VTA will honor Virginia-bred 
champions in six flat racing divi¬ 
sions. Four of the six champions 
are Grade 1 stakes winners. 

Winchester, a previous winner 
of the M. Tyson Gilpin Virginia- 
bred Horse of the Tear Award, is 
the champion of two divisions, 
while leading state-bred money- 
earner for 2011, Redeemed, also 
secured a top prize. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bertram R. 
Firestone’s homebred Winchester 
(Theatrical-Ire—Rum Charger- 
Ire, by Spectrum) made four starts 
in 2011, earning $349,200 (push¬ 
ing his lifetime earnings total to 
$1,587,098) to take the title of 
older male and turf champion. 



Winchester made the first start 
of his fifth racing season in the 
$100,000 Stars and Stripes-G3 at 
Arlington Park in July and got up 
for second. He followed with a 
win in the $500,000 Sword 
Dancer Invitational-Gl at Sara¬ 
toga (the fourth Grade 1 of his 
career). In his 25th and final start, 
he finished third in the $150,000 
W.L. McKnight Handicap-G2 at 
Calder. 

Jay Em Ess Stable s Redeemed, 
a $50,000 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling from breed¬ 
er Wayne and Susie Chatfield- 
Taylor’s Morgans Ford Farm, is 
the 3-year-old champion. 

Last season, the colt by Include 
out of Early Mass, by Pleasant Tap, 


made seven starts and recorded 
five wins and two seconds.Two of 
those wins came in stakes—the 
$100,000 Discovery Handicap-G3 
and $400,000 Oklahoma Derby. 
In addition, he was second to 
Calebs Posse in the $150,000 
Amsterdam Stakes-G2 at Saratoga 
and to Wilburn in the $300,000 
Smarty Jones Stakes at Parx. 



Redeemed ended his sopho¬ 
more campaign with $479,040 
for the year. 

Once again, the late Edward 
P. Evans’ stellar breeding program 
produced multiple champions— 
in 2011, the familiar Spring Hill 
black and yellow silks were car¬ 
ried by champion 3-year-old 
filly Busters Ready and cham¬ 
pion older mare Quiet Giant. 
After successful racing campaigns, 
both were sold at the Spring Hill 
Farm dispersal at Keeneland in 
November, with Busters Ready 
fetching $2.4 million and Quiet 
Giant $3 million. 

Buster’s Ready, by More Than 
Ready out of Beatem Buster, by 
Honour and Glory, earned 
$332,000 for the year. Her first 
win at 3 came in a starter allow¬ 
ance at Aqueduct in February, and 
she progressed by leaps and 
bounds. She followed that with a 
third in the $60,000 Out Ruled 
Stakes and won an allowance race, 
both at Aqueduct, before finishing 
a solid second behind eventual 



Eclipse Award-winning 3-year- 
old filly Royal Delta in the 
$250,000 Black-Eyed Susan 
Stakes-G2 at Pimlico. Back to 
New York, Busters Ready fol¬ 
lowed up with a score in the 
prestigious Grade 1 Mother 
Goose Stakes. She finished her 
sophomore season with back-to- 
back fourth-place finishes in the 
Coaching Club American 
Oaks-Gl and Cotillion Stakes-G2. 

Quiet Giant earned $308,339 
during her 4-year-old season. 
A half-sister to Saint Liam, the 
nations 2005 Horse of the Tear, 
the daughter of Giant’s Causeway 
and Quiet Dance (by Quiet 
American), went to the post six 
times and came away with four 
wins and a second. All four victo¬ 
ries were in stakes races. 

Like her stablemate, Quiet 
Giant started her year at Aqueduct, 
winning the $60,000 Lady On 
the Run and $65,000 Rare Treat 
Stakes. After running second in 
the $100,000 Ladies Handicap, 
she shipped to Churchill Downs, 



resulting in her only off-the- 
board finish,in the $400,000 La 
Troiennne-G2 behind champion 
Blind Luck. 

Her last two starts came at 
Monmouth Park—which she won 
by a combined margin of nearly 
12 lengths-in the $100,000 
Lady’s Secret and $250,000 Molly 
Pitcher Stakes-G2. 

Champion sprinter Her Smile 
started her career racing for breeder 
William M. Backer of The Plains. 
After winning $86,360 at 2 and 
showing promise with a second in 
the $150,000 Comely Stakes-G3 
at Aqueduct early in her 3-year- 
old season, Her Smile was sold to 
celebrity chef Bobby Flay. For Flay, 
the daughter of Include—Hepburn, 
by Capote, was unplaced in the 
Kentucky Oaks-Gl, finished third 
in the $300,000 Acorn Stakes-Gl, 
and gave her owner his first Grade 
1 victory in the $250,000 Prioress 
Stakes at Belmont Park. 



Her Smile ended her sopho¬ 
more campaign with at third in 
the $1 million Breeders’ Cup Filly 
and Mare Sprint-Gl and was sold 
for $1 million at the Fasig-Tipton 
November Sale shortly thereafter. 

The Virginia-bred champion 
over fences and several other 
awards for Virginia breeders and 
horsemen, including the winner 
of the M. Tyson Gilpin Virginia- 
bred Horse of the Year, will be 
announced at a later date.

S trawberry Hill Races: The 

80th Strawberry Hill steeple¬ 
chase races, scheduled as part of 
Colonial Downs’ June 2 open¬ 
ing day, will go forward. Five 
steeplechase races will be inter¬ 
spersed with seven flat races. All 
12 contests will have pari-mutuel 
wagering. Special post time for 
the Saturday event is 12:55 p.m. 

Holding the historic Straw¬ 
berry Hill meet was called into 
question because the State Fair 
of Virginia (SFVA), a private 
non-profit charitable corpo¬ 
ration that sponsors the event, 
filed for bankruptcy and is in 
the process of being liquidated. 
Bankruptcy came about because 
SFVA incurred millions of dollars 
of debt acquiring and develop¬ 
ing a new fair grounds site on 
the farm that was home to Triple 
Crown winner Secretariat, about 
30 miles north of Richmond.

Alice duPont Mills, who with her 
husband, James P. Mills, owned 
famed Hickory Tree Farm in Virginia, 
bred more than 40 stakes winners. 

10years ago 

I The region lost one of its 
most successful breeders when 
Alice duPont Mills died at 89. 
Mills and her late husband, 
James P. Mills, owned and 
operated Hickory Tree Farm 
near Middleburg, Va., which 
they established in the mid- 
1940s. Among the more than 
40 stakes winners bred in the 
name of Mrs. Mills or Hickory 
Tree Farm were Believe It and 
Terpsichorist; the Millses also 
campaigned champion Devil's 
Bag and top-class Gone West. 

Mrs. Mills ranked among 
the leading owners in England 


in 1966, when the Irish-bred 
filly *Glad Rags II, whom she 
purchased as a yearling, won 
the 1,000 Guineas. *Glad Rags 
II became an outstanding 
member of the broodmare 
band, as the dam of three 
stakes winners, including 
Terpsichorist. 

Involved in numerous 
philanthropic endeavours on 
behalf of the racing industry, 
Mrs. Mills was a founding 
member of the Marion 
duPont Scott Equine Medical 
Center. 

In the past year, the family 
of *Glad Rags II is back in the 
news through the accomplishments 
of her great-grandson Union Rags. 
The Dixie Union colt is out of 
Tempo, a daughter of Gone West 
and Terpsichorist bred by Mrs. 
Mills. Union Rags was bred and 
is owned by the Millses' daughter 
Phyllis Wyeth. 

I The newly renovated Belair 
Stable Museum near Bowie, 
Md., was ready to be offi¬ 
cially unveiled. Listed on the 
National Register of Historic 
Places since 1973, the stable 
had undergone $750,000 in 
improvements to make it more 
visitor-friendly and informa¬ 
tive. 

Nearly lost to development 
decades earlier, the stable is 
one of die last remnants of 
the vast Belair Stud, one of 

the most impor¬ 
tant breeding 
establishments 
in Colonial 
times, and home 
to the stellar sta¬ 
ble of William 
Woodward Sr. 
Among the leg¬ 
endary horses 
to inhabit the 
stable, which 
was built for 
Woodward 
in 1907, were 
Triple Crown 
winners Gallant 
Fox and 
Omaha. 


I After arriving in Maryland 
the previous October, Mike 
Gill shot to the top of the 
owners' rankings during the 
Laurel winter meet. His 49 
wins (from 254 starts) were 
more than the previous 
year's leading owner, Richard 
Englander, had for the entire 
2001 season. 

In less than six months, Gill 
claimed 58 horses for more 
than $1.1 million at Laurel. But 
the driven owner had bigger 
plans. He had recently entered 
the sales market, purchasing a 
2-year-old Seatde Slew colt for 
$800,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Florida sale in February. At the 
February Ocala Breeders' Sale, 
he spent $1.04 million for four 
juveniles. 

Gill tried to purchase a 
half-interest in 3-year-olcl 
Harlan's Holiday around the 
same time, but balked when 
the price went to $1.5 million. 
“I said no, but in hindsight, I 
should have done it,” said Gill. 
“Actually, I'm not good with 
partners. If I make a mistake, I 
want it to be all mine.” 

Gill was more than willing 
to share his ambitious plans: 
“Winning the Kentucky Derby 
is not a dream,” he said. “It 
WILL happen for me. I don't 
believe it's all luck getting to 
and winning the Derby.” 

I Larry Abbundi, believed 
to be the longest active racing 
secretary at any major track in 
the country when he retired in 
1993, died at 75. 

One of Abbundi's first jobs 
in racing came in 1952, when 
he was named assistant rac¬ 
ing secretary for the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt 
Association. Soon he became 
clerk of scales at Charles 
Town and Waterford Park, and 
within four years was a patrol 
judge and placing judge on 
Maryland's half-mile circuit. 

By 1962, Abbundi was 
assistant racing secretary at 
Delaware Park, and one year 
later, took on the same role at

Laurel. In 1967, Abbundi was 
the racing secretary at all three 
of Maryland's mile tracks. He 
became known as “a tough 
taskmaster, and a master at 
writing a condition book.” 

25years ago 

■ Robert Meyerhoff's Broad 
Brush started his 4-year-old 
campaign in California and 
faced familiar foes in the San 
Fernando Stakes-Gl (he lost 
by a neck to Variety Road 
while defeating Snow Chief 
and Ferdinand), Charles H. 
Strub Stakes-Gl (third to 
Snow Chief and Ferdinand) 
and Santa Anita Handicap-Gl. 
In the latter, Broad Brush 
came from behind to defeat 
Ferdinand by a nose in a head 
bob. 

Less than one month later, 
Broad Brush got his second 
win of the year in the John 
B. Campbell Handicap-G3 at 
Pimlico. That win pushed his 
career earnings to more than 
$2.2 million. 

I Little Bold John's venture 
to Gulfs tream Park for the 
Donn Handicap-G2 came as 
a surprise to many. When he 
won the race over the likes 
of Horse of the Year Lady's 
Secret and top handicap horse 
Skip Trial, it was nearly unbe¬ 
lievable. 

Getting nine pounds from 
Lady's Secret, and seven from 
Skip Trial, Little Bold John 
went off at 56-1 and prevailed 
by a nose over Skip Trial. It 
was six lengths back to Wise 
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Maryland-bred hero Little Bold John 
(with groom Rick Sillaman) upset 
the Grade 2 Donn Handicap in 
1987, defeating, among others, 1986 
Horse of the Year Lady’s Secret. 

Times in third. Owned by Jack 
Owens and trained by Jerry 
Robb, Little Bold John record¬ 
ed his ninth stakes win from 
43 starts. In his next outing, 
the son of Maryland sire John 
Alden finished a well-beaten 
third to Broad Brush in the 
Campbell. 

I The first of a series of 
articles profiling managers of 
Maryland's largest breeding 
farms profiled Jim Steele of 
Shamrock Farm in Woodbine. 

In the 10 years that Steele 
had managed the farm 
owned by Arthur J. Rooney 
(best known as the owner of 
the Pittsburgh Steelers and 
Yonkers Raceway), Shamrock 
had doubled in size and was 
standing nine stallions-eight 
Thoroughbreds and one 
Standardbred. 

“The Rooneys are such 
super people to work for-so 
classy and great in every 
way — that I'm not in any hurry 
to go out on my own," com¬ 
mented Steele. 


I Although the race was 
not recognized under Jockey 
Club rules, 2-year-old Timely 
Warning's victory in a 2-fur- 
long sprint at the Aiken Trials 
gave notice to his freshman 
sire, Caveat. Bred by Anderson 
Fowler, Timely Warning was 
the first starter for the 1983 
Belmont Stakes winner, who 
stood at Windfields Farm in 
Chesapeake City, Md., for 
$ 20 , 000 . 

It was the just the begin- 
ning of two wonderful careers. 
Timely Warning went on to 
become a Grade 1 winner and 
earn $851,091 in seven seasons. 
Caveat was a superb sire, espe¬ 
cially of turf runners, and led the 
Maryland rankings four times. He 
died of an apparent heart attack 
in February 1995 at 15, the same 
year he became the first Maryland 
stallion to top $3 million in prog¬ 
eny earnings in a single season. 

I Tom Barry, one of the 
nation's top trainers from 
the 1940s to the 1960s, died 
March 17 in a Havre de Grace, 
Md., hospital at 79. The native 
of County Cork, Ireland, came 
to this country at age 19 and 
was soon working for horse¬ 
man Danny Shea as a groom 
for show jumpers. When he 
became a trainer, Barry would 
go to Ireland to purchase year¬ 
lings for his clients. Among his 
selections were two Belmont 
Stakes winners: *Cavan (1958) 
and ^Celtic Ash (1960), 
both campaigned by Joseph 
O'Connell. 

Barry retired from the 
track in 1974 and resided at 
his 150-acre Ardmore Farm in 
Darlington, Md. 


I The Maryland Racing 
Commission officially 
designated the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen's 
Association (MTHA) as the 
organization to represent the 
majority of Maryland horse¬ 
men. Incorporated less than 
six months earlier, the MTHA 
was chosen overwhelm¬ 
ingly (1,136 to 111) by licensed 
owners and trainers as their 
association of choice in a spe¬ 
cial March election. 

50years ago 

I Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association president Frank 
A. Bonsai declined a second 
term, much to the regret of 
the organization's general man¬ 
ager Snowden Carter. “Under 
his leadership, the MHBA has 
accomplished more during the 
past 12 months than in any 
other single year of its his¬ 
tory." In addition to the pas¬ 
sage of House Bill 106, Carter 
noted the importance of 
Bonsai's influence to have the 
HBPA and MHBA join forces 
to work together. 

Bonsai, trainer of the 
likes of Mongo, Saratoga and 
Pilaster, ranked among the 
leading trainers in the nation 
throughout the 1940s and '50s. 
The Maryland Horse's Joe Hickey 
provided an in-depth profile 
on the horseman known as 
Downey: 

“Downey's trademarks are 
an impish grin and a weath¬ 
ered felt hat that has a sat-on 
look. Numerous spills during 
his years in the saddle left 
him with a slight stoop and 
the nickname ‘Downey.' One 
might describe his frame as 
‘wirey,' for it is just that—wired 
together. 

“In both tail male and tail 
female he stems from old, 
horsewise Maryland families." 

Among Downey Bonsai's 
many accomplishments, he 
won the Maryland Hunt Cup 
twice aboard Bon Master, and 
rode in the Grand National at 
Ain tree. As a trainer, his flat 
runners had earned in excess 
of $4 million.

I Janon Fisher Jr.'s homebred 
7-year-old gelding Mountain 
Dew won the Maryland Hunt 
Cup with Janon Fisher III rid¬ 
ing. It was the first time in the 
66-year history of the race that 
the blue and gray colors of the 
Fisher family had triumphed 
in Maryland's famous timber 
race. Fisher had trained, but 
didn't own, three-time winner 
Blockade 

Mountain Dew, by 
* Hunters Moon IV, bowed a 
tendon in his only start on the 
flat as a 3-year-old. “I didn't 
breed him to be a jumper,” 
said Fisher. “I bred him for a 
flat horse, and he had extreme 
speed." 

Describing the win, Fisher 
said, “This was the most excit¬ 
ing race I've ever watched. I 
bred the horse, and I bred the 
jockey. And I also bred the 
dam and granddam of the 
winner."
